EXPORTS OF COTTONSEED OIL. 


The export movementin cottonseed 
oil during the month of May shows 
an increase over that of April, the 
exact amount shipped, according to 
official returns having been 992,969 
gallons, or about 19,860 barrels. This 
shows an increase of 72,190 gallons. 
The shipments from the port of New 
York show a considerable decrease 
and to this fact may be attributed the 
general opinion that has prevailed 
that the exports were no larger than 
during the preceding month, espe- 


cially as a considerable amount 
of oil was shipped from outports 
which do not usually figure as 


important factors as export mar- 
kets. The shipments from _ the 
various ports were: From New York 
481,345 gallons, from Baltimore 287,- 
820 gallons, from New Orleans 161,000 
gallons, from Huron 26,000 gallons, 
from Philadelphia 21,960 gallons, from 
Key West 8,500 gallons, from Newport 
News 6,000 gallons, only 88 gallons 
from Boston and the balance of 256 
gallons from North and South Dakota. 
The increase was doubtless due to the 
fact that prices have been regarded as 
low and the prospects apparently fa- 
voring the expectation of an increase 
in values as the season advances. 
Prime crude at twenty-nine cents and 
prime summer yellow at thirty-two 
cents per gallon have proved tempt- 
ing to exporters, especially as it 
was well known that

were not excessive and _ the 
bulk under strong control. Latterly 
there has been a fair export move- 
ment to the Continent and during the 
past ten days some 3,500 barrels of 
off and prime summer yellow has 
been taken for shipment to Genoa. 
It is probable, therefore, that al- 
though the export movement during 
the early part of June was light, the 
total shipments during the month 
will not fall far short of those during 
May. Although just at the present 
time the market cannot be called firm 
at the prices above named, owing to 
the endeavor of those who take ac- 
count of stock at the close of June 
showing a desire to reduce their hold- 
ings, the tendency appears to favor 
holders, as it is known the stock held 
independent of the two principal con- 
cerns does not exceed 1,000 barrels, 
and competition, therefore, is not 
likely to be sharp.

THE MENHADEN SITUATION, 


For several weeks past reports have 
been circulated to the effect that the 
plan adopted by the United States 
Menhaden Oil and Guano Association 
for handling the product of its men- 
bers is far from satisfactory to many 
of the latter and it has been intimated 
that the association is likely to be 
disrupted as a result of this feeling. 
If there is any foundation for such re- 
ports it is impossible to discover it. 
The closest investigation fails to re- 
veal the fact that any member is dis- 
satisfied with the arrangements that 
have been made for selling the oil or 
with the prices that are obtained for 
it. On the other hand it isclaimed by 
representatives of the manufacturers 
that the talk of dissention in the asso- 
ciation is manufactured out of whole 
cloth by disappointed parties, who 
formerly handled much of the oil, but 
who have been practically shut out 
from participation in the business by 
the arrangements that have been in 
vogue for the past two years. The 
report of increased supplies and a 
weaker feeling in Boston is said to be 
far from truth. There has been very 
little demand from Boston dealers so 
far this season and no new oil to speak 
of has been gold there yet. Some of 
the oil imported last winter remains 
unsold and if there is any weakness 
in the Boston market it is confined to 
the holders of this stock who in view 
of the dullness of trade are probably 
ready to make concessions in order 
to dispose of it, before supplies of 
new oil increase. 

The result of the fishing so far this 
season have been most discouraging. 
There have been times in the past 
when the fish have been very scarce 
all along the coast, but these periods 
have been infrequent and of short du- 
ration. Never before in the history 
of the industry have there been so 
few fish. The scarcity is not con- 
fined to one locality. Steamers cruis- 
ing from Maine to Hatteras have met 
with no better results than those that 
have remained close at home. Such 
fish as have been caught, however, 
yield much more than the average 
quantity of oil, and the quality also is 
considerably above the average. The 
following, from the Greenport Repub- 
lican Watchman, in regard to the con- 
dition of fishing in the Sound, might 
also apply to all other points along 
the coast where menhaden are gener- 
ally caught. 

“We are sorry to say that so far, except for 
a brief spurt at the opening, the catch of 
menhaden has been discouragingly small. 
The fish, both of the first and the second 
“run,” have been remarkably flat—perhaps 


there never have been any fish of better 
quality—but after a week or two at the outset 


the fish mostly disappeared and only 
“showed up” at intervals and in small 
schools. A great deal of unfavorable 


weather prevailed during May and the first 
half of June, but this does not altogether ac- 
count for the poor returns, It is said that 


there are great bodies of menhaden to the 
Southward, but bluefish have come on the 
coast ahead of them and are scaring them 
back. Recently most of the fishing has been 
in Long Island Sound.” 

There is no immedite prospect of a 
change in prices. The quotations 
fixed at the beginning of the season 
have been uniformly adhered to. In 
view of the meagre results of the 
fishing there is no reason for ade- 
cline, while the low prices of com- 


peting products prevent an advance.

STATISTICAL POSITION OF BRIM- 
STONE. 

The improvement in the brimstone 
market, although not of great extent 
as yet, has, in view of the fact that 
the Sicilian market is again on the 
upward turn, given ground for the 
hope that is entertained by some 
holders, that a material advance may 
occur in the near future. This hope, 
moreover, is encouraged by the re- 
port that speculative operators in 
Sicily express confidence that they 
can again push prices up. 

In view of this, the statistical posi- 
tion of brimstone in Sicily will be of 
special interest. Through the court- 
esy of Messrs. Otto G. Mayer & Co., 
we are enabled to present the follow- 
ing statement:

It will be noticed that in spite of 
the greatly reduced shipments to the 
United States, the stock in Sicily has 
not increased tu any extent. This 
looks as though production could not 
be increased. Another point that 
will attract attention is that the defi- 
ciency in shipments to this country 
has been more than counterbalanced 
by the increased demand from Eu- 
rope. 

The statement presented above 
covers the period from January Ist to 
May 31st, but the figures that will be 
made up on December 31st will, it is 
believed, show a decrease in exports 
to the United States of 30,000 to 40,000 
tons when compared with last year’s 
statistics. The reason for the pro 
spective falling off in the shipments 
to this country may be found in the 
fact that while exports from Sicily to 
the Southern States are usually very 
heavy during the last half of the 
year, the acid manufacturers there 
are now largely using pyrites, and 
consequently take littleand will prob- 
ably continue to take less brimstone 
Moreover the northern manufactu 
rers are running more and more on 
pyrites to the exclusion of brimstone, 
and therefore imports at New York 
and other northern ports may be ex- 


pected to decrease.

THE ADVANCE IN TINNEVELLY 
SENNA. 

For some weeks the market for 
Tinnevelly senna has been exception- 
ally strong, with an advancing ten- 
dency. More recently actual advances 
have occurred, and the demand still 
continues good, no signs of abate- 
ment being visible. The advance in 
the local market has been merely in 
sympathy with that in Europe, which 
may be attributed to twochief causes,

Tinnevelly senna has fora long time 
been abnormally cheap. The prices 
have been pursuing a downward 
course, but have, apparently, reached 
the bottom of the decline, and a reac- 
tion has set in, aided materially, if 
not altogether promoted by the second 
cause of the advance, viz., a short- 
age inthesupply. It has been claimed 
that the quantity of souid leaves has 
been very mush reduced, and up to 
date the supplies which have come 
forward are so much smaller than 
usual, that it really tends to confirm 
the statement. 

The demand having been very good 
has undoubtedly helped matters 
along. This increase in demand is by 
many attributed to the numerous 
medicinal teas which have come into 
existence, among the ingredients of 
which senna leaves play an important 
part. The tone of the market is 
healthy, and to dealers the outlook is 
eminently satisfactory. 
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NEW GERMAN CHAMOMILES. 


The new crop of German chamomile 
flowers has has just begun to come 
into this market. It has been stated, 
with a good deal of emph:sis, that 
owing to an unusually dry season 
the new crop will be small, and prices 
may consequently be expected to go 
up. This is the tenor of the first news 
from the growing districts, and as we 
have before dealt with first reports in 
these columns, it will be unnecessary 
to comment upon this phuse. We 
have said that this statement has been 
made with considerable emphasis, 
though one cannot but be struck with 
the signifleance of the fact that sev- 
eral dealers ia the local market are in 
receipt of no such advices from their 
correspondents in the growing dis- 
tricts. Whatever may be the extent 
of the coming crop, the fact re- 
mains that as yet only avery small 
quantity of flowers has come to hand, 
and as is usual with these early arri- 
vals, they are held at very high prices. 
When larger supplies are forthcom- 
ing, the market will probably settle 
down to a figure rather lower than 
that at present demanded for new 
crop. 

For nearly a decade past a Jarge 
proportion of the so called German 
chamomile flowers have come, not 
from Germany, but from Hungary, 
where the industry of gathering cham- 
omiles has been much more exten- 
sively pursued than in Germany. The 
reason for this is not far to seek. The 
increase of manufacturing industries 
in Germany has been much more 
rapid than in Hungary, and just in 
proportion as the former country has 
outstripped the latter in that respect, 
this particular industry has decreased. 
The number of factories in Germany 
has largely increased, and wages have 
advanced, so that the majority of the 
peasants have been led to drop the 
gathering of chamomiles, which en- 
tails a good deal of labor, and to seek 
employment in more remunerative 
fields. Consequently chamomiles are 
now almost exclusively gathered by 
old men and women and young chil- 
dren, of the very poorest class of the 
German peasantry. 

In Hungary, however, there has 
been less to allure the workin z classes 
from this pristine employment, and 
as a result the industry has continued 
there with little or no diminution. 
Thus it has come about that the 
amount of chamomile flowers placed 
upon this market from Hungary has 
greatly exceeded that exported by 
the Germans. As far as botanical 
Classification goes, the German and 
Hungarian flowers are identical; but 
they differ materially in size, color 
and aroma. ‘The greater abundance 
of the latter necessarily renders them 
cheaper than the former, and their 
gale in this market as German flowers 


has tended to decrease the price of 
the genuine article. Dealers, how- 


ever, who would scorn to practice the |

deception alluded to, state that there 
is a prejudice in favor of the true 
German flowers, and those who want 
them are quite willing to pay higher 
prices for them.

A “Directory and List of Products 
of the Chemical Industry of the Ger- 
man Empire,” by Otto Wenzel, has 
just been issued in two octavo vol- 
umes by Rudolph Muckenberger, 
Berlin. The Directory contains a list 
of the chemical manufactories and 
laboratories, manufacturers of and 
dealers in chemicals and raw mater- 
ials, drugs, ores, ete., and all agen- 
cies, wholesale h uses, export and 
import houses, in the German Em- 

ire. A complete index adds mater- 
lally to the value of the work. 


The eucalyptus, which now forms a 
prominent feature in Cape scenery, 
South Africa, was introduced into the 
colony by James Backhouse, a Quaker 
missionary, who paid a visit to the 
Cape in order to look up the various 
mission stations in 1838, and brought 
with him seed from which the first 
tree was raised in a garden behind the 
market place at Graham’s Town, in 
the Eastern Province. Thus far, eu- 
calyptus oil has not yet been distilled 
in South Africa for commercial pur- 
poses. 


The business of gathering, curing 
and shipping sponges in the Bahamas, 
writes Consul McLain, was as pros- 
perous as usual, a greater quantit 
being obtained than in 1890, althoegh 
the prices realized were a shade lower, 
The export in 1890 was 915,790 pounds, 
invoiced at $306,000; in 1891 the quan- 
tity was increased to 1,121,000 pounds, 
and was invoiced at $286,000. The 
United States, as usual, monopolized 
the trade, taking 870,000 pounds, ata 
valuation of $213,000. The balance of 
the trade was divided between Great 
Britain, France, Holland and Bel- 
gium. 


The British consul at Tainan, China, 
reports that there was an improve- 
ment in the export of camphor, which 
reached 2,524 cwts., as against 904 
ewts. in 1890. The government mo- 
nopoly is said to be abolished, but 
the heavy tax imposed in order to de- 
fray the expenses of frontier defence 
prevents foreigners here competing 
successfully with the government 
farm. The expenses of transport too 
are heavier than in the north of the 
island, and it does not seem probable 
that there will be any great develop- 
ment of the camphor trade there un- 
less the tax is abolished or reduced.

The 
Messrs. Dietz have the reputation of 
being excellent experts in the way of 
crude drugs, and their many friends 
in this country wish the new house 
success and prosperity.

The Pittsburg Plate Glass Co., of 
Ford Ctiy, have recently put into 
operation an extensive elevating and 
conveying plant for handling their 
coal and sand. One portion of this 
machinery takes “run of the mire” 
bituminous coal from a hopper situ- 
ated beneath the tracks, by means of 
an inclined conveyor 60 feet long, and 
elevates it toa height of 40 feet, dis- 
charging into a horizontal conveyor 
110 feet long, which is situated above 
the boilers. These conveyors handle 
the coal at the rate of 60 tons per 
hour. Sand handling machinery, 
having a capacity of 90 tons per hour, 
is arranged so that an inclined con- 
veyor of 60 feet length elevates the 
sand from the dump, or stock pile, to 
the height of 20 odd feet and dis- 
charges it into a main horizontal con- 
veyor 230 feet long, which in turn 
empties into three 165 foot cross con- 
veyors, and one cross conveyor 225 
feet long. These cross conveyors, in 
turn, distribute the sand throughout 
the No.3 grinding department. There 
is also a conveyor 454 feet long,which 
distributes sand in the polishing de- 
partment. All the above conveyors 
are of the Dodge type, being made of 
an endless cable chain which has 
bearing blocks between the ends of 
each link, and to which at intervals 
“flights” are attached, which scrape 
the material along a trough. This 
entire outfit, which was constructed 
by the Link Belt Engineering Co., of 
Philadelphia, is probably the most 
complete and extensive conveying 
apparatus existing in any glass house 
in the world. 


A visit to the laboratory of Messrs 
Breyer & Shweitzer, 159 Front st, ‘will 
be of the greatest interests for those 
connected with the chemical: trade. 
The members of the firm are always 
willing toshow and to explain to their 
visitors their complete outfit for the 
most delicate experiments in all the 
various branches of chemistry. The 
technical department, lately enlarged, 
offers all the facilities for experiments 
on a large scale under the same con- 
ditions prevailing in a factory. For 
example the drug gallacetophenone, 
recently introcuced by Messrs McKes- 
son & Robbins is manufactured in 
these premises.

OBITUARY. 


HENRY WELD FULLER. 

The death on Tuesday of Henry 
Weld Fuller, only brother of Chief 
Justice Fuller of the United States 
Supreme Court was the closing event 
of a happy and prosperous career. 
Few men have had the opportunities 
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But ill health again caused him to 
give up active business and necesitat- 
ed his final retirementiin 1888, when he 
went to live with his son at ‘‘ The Cas- 
tle’’ in the prety suburban town of 
New Rochelle, in Westchester County, 
New York. 

Mr. Fuller was a member of a num- 
ber of societies and was President of 
the Illinois State Microscopical So- 
ciety for several years. He was 
also @ member of the Ameri- 
can Pharmaceutical Association, 
President of the Chicago _ Coi- 
lege of Pharmacy and of the Young 
Men’s Christian Association of Chic- 
ago, and the Saracen Literary Club of 
that city. At the time of his 
death he was a Fellow of the Royal 
Microscopical Society of London, 
a Freemason, and a  communi- 
cant of the Episcopal Church. He 
was an expert in organic chemistry, 
and was the inventor of several soaps 
and patent medicines which, however, 
he never pushed to any very great ex- 
tent. 

Although Mr, Fuller was a success- 
ful business man, the greater part of 
his attention was devoted to litera- 
ture. He was, in fact, the first of his 
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for obtaining world-wide fame as those 
enjoyed by Mr. Fuller, but who have 
steadily refused to be launched on the 
sea of public life. 

Mr. Fuller came of an old Puritan 
family, being the son of Frederick 
Augustus Fuller and grandson of 
Judge H.W. Fuller,whose father,Sam 
uel Fuller, was one of the settlers of 
Mayflower fame. His mother was 
Catherine Winston, daughter of Chief 
Justice Winston of Maine and Paul- 
ine Bass Cony, his wife. who descend- 
ed from the famous Jane Elder and 
Priscilla Mullen. 

Mr. Fuller was born in Augusta, 
Me., April 7, 1831, and was therefore at 
the time of his death, in his 62d 
year. He was educated at Bowdoin 
College, where he gave particular at- 
tention to chemistry under the tuition 
of Professor Cleveland. In 1852 he 
married Sarah R. Ladd, who had 
earned a reputation as a poetess and 
writer, and shortly afterwards pur- 
chased the drug business of her 
brother, George W. Ladd, at Bangor, 
Me. Five years later he sold out his 
business in Bangor and removed to 
Chicago, where he entered the drug 
firm of Fuller & Finch, which was 
subsequently known as Fulier, Finch 
& Fuller. At about the time of the 
great fire the firm was changed to 
Fuller & Fuller, and he continued to 
take an active part in the manage- 
ment of its affairs until 1886, when ill- 
health compelled his retirement, ‘The 
firm retained the old name and is now 
known as The Fuller & Fuller Co. 
Not long afterward, however, Mr. Ful- 
ler’s health improved to such an ex- 
tent that he again entered business 
and became connected with the New 
York Quinine and Chemical Works, 


| family for over 200 years to engage in 


mercantile business, his ancestors 
being lawyers, judges and clergymen. 
Of his writings little is yet pub 
lished. They are chiefly works on liter- 
ature and on theology, and included 
in the latter class is a complete set of 
Bible studies. He was himself edu- 
cated for the ministry, but for various 
reasons preferred to reach the hearts 
of his fellow beings by the aid of his 
pen rather than fromthe pulpit,and in 
this he was far from being unsuccess 
ful. His life throughout was a most 
happy one, and one worthy of emuia- 
tion, as can be attested by his hosts 
of friends. He was of a somewhat 1e- 
tiring disposition, full of life and spir- 
its, and at the same time of the ut- 
most refinement of character, tinged 
witha o——- of that genuine courtli- 
ness which is only to be found in gen- 
tlemen of the old school. He hada 
fund of wit and humor which was 
constantly being drawn upon, while 
at the same time he was most consid- 
erate of the feelings of others, and 
never sarcastic nor coarse. Physically 
he was the ideal of a perfect man, the 
handsome head with its intellectual 
forehead, finely poised on broad should- 
ers which any athlete of the younger 
generation would be proud to possess. 
As an evidence of his kindly char- 
acter and benevolent disposition it 
might be mentioned that his son, a 
man of over thirty years of age, pre- 
ferred to make his home with him 
rather than seek one for himself. 
Mr. Fuller was of very great aid to 
his son in his labors as principal of 
the New Rochelle Collegiate Institute, 
a military academy for boys, and was 
dearly beloved by all connected with it. 
The funeral, which was of a private 
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character, took place on Thursday at 
New Rochelle and was attended by 
Chief Justice Fuller, who arrived from 
Washington on Wednesday night. 
The interment will take place in the 
family plot at Oakwood Cemetary, 
Chicago, about August first. He 
leaves, in addition to his son and 
brother, a married daughter, the wife 
of H. R. Saunders, vice-consul at 
Nassau.

Boston Window Glass Interests. 

Boston, June 29, 1892. 

The importers of and dealers in 
window glass of Boston, held a meet- 
ing last Friday and the price was 
fixed for July at 80 and 5 percent. 
discount, which is the same that has 
been ruling for a month past. There 
is no feeling of antagonism among the 
glass men here. Itis true that with 
regard to some things, they differ in 
opinion with New York, but this diff- 
erence they feel need cause no ill-feel- 
ing. For example, New York men 
are in favor of advancing the price of 
glass rapidly, while the Boston men 
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believe in doing so moderately, which 
is exactly the policy that they have 
pursued. American glassfinterests do 
not concern the Boston trade very 
much, for the reason that there is no 
one here very largely interested in it. 
Boston interests are centered in, in- 
deed, are almost exclusively in for- 
eign glass, Boston being the largest 
distributing point of French and other 
imported glass in the United States; 
and although New York is twice as 
large as Boston, (for example,) she 
does not distribute twice as much 
glass. The largest importers of French 
glass being in Boston, and our glass 
interests being almost exclusively in 
the foreign, the American article does 
not occupy much attention, such in- 
terests as there are here in this direc- 
tion being confined to two or three 
agencies. The Boston glass men 
claim that they have never cut prices, 
and they have not opposed any ad- 
vances from New York. The way in 
which they view the situation in this, 
that they simply differ in opinion from 
New York, and differing, they simply 
adhere to their own interests. Hence 
they fix their own os and live up 
tothem. Trade is very quiet here 
now, and there are no special features 
to note. All is harmonious with no 
indications of any excitement.

Menhaden Legislation. 


Speaking of the restrictions placed 
upon the menhaden fishermen by re- 
cent legislation, the Greenport Repub- 
lican-Waichman says that there isa 
bitter feeling among the fishermen 
over the blunder or fraud which 
changed the new game codification 
law so as to prohibit purse-nets in part 
of the Sound, when the Legislature 
did not, either in act or intent, enact 
any such prohibition, and they are 
disposed to censure Gov. Flower for 
signing the bill with such a clause in- 
terpolated. But in this they are un- 
just. Gov. Flower was entirely igno- 
rant that the bill had been altered in 
the ee room. Senator Floyd- 
Jones, Assemblyman Gould, and Mr. 
Reeves, all of whom were warmly en- 
listed in the cause of the fishermen, 
were equally ignorant; none of them 
dreamed that such a change could be 
or had been made. Had they discov- 
ered it while the bill was awaiting the 
Governor’s signature, they might 
have had the wrong righted by a re- 
engrossment and re-certification. But 
the mischief was done before any one 
found out the fact; indeed it was not 
till some time after the act as signed 
had been filed in the Secretary of 
State's office that it was discovered. 
As foraremedy, we suppose there may 
be none until the next Legislature 
meets. Meanwhile, we wish a test 
case could be made and the question 
be definitely settled if a provision re- 
qpoted and left out of, a bill by both 

ouses of the Legislature and in- 
serted only by the arror or the corrupt 
connivance of a clerk in engrossing 
the bill, must be held by the courts to 
have all the force and validity of law 
simply because in ignorance of the 
facts the presiding officers certified 
and the Governor signed the bill.

Reciprocity with Spain. 

The new permanent reciprocity 
agreement between the United States 
of America and Spain went into effect 
on July 1, efter which date articles of 
merchandise produced in our country 
will be admitted into all the estab- 
lished ports of entry of the Spanish 
islands of Cuba and Porto Rico, in ac- 
cordance with the schedules given be- 
low. ‘It will be necessary for theg$man- 
ufacturers, producers and merchants 
who wish to take goods into Cuba and 
Porto Rico to make a declaration that 
the merchandise is produced in the 
United States. This declaration must 
be in writing, signed and attested. 
Every possible precaution will be 
taken to prevent goods manufactured 
in other countries from being taken 
via the United States into Cuba and 
Porto Rico under the concessions 
granted in the reciprocity arrange- 
ments. Schedules follow, showing 
articles in which our readers are 
specially interested :

All the use they 
have for them is to get all the money 
they can out of them 40d nothing 
more. I am proud to say that the 
majority of the fishermen have learned 
this and are paying no attention to 
their remarks. The Vollman Sponge 
Co. in buying this catch of sponge 
have given pretty general satisfaction 
as to prices paid. The catch will 
amount to $35,000, and of this amount 
they have already taken up ‘$18,000 
worth, and will next week take up the 
balance. They would have had all 
taken but the weather has been so wet 
and bad they could not get around as 
they would like. In this $35,000 worth 
of sponge there are someKey sponges, 

The crews of Arapian’s vessels are 
all leaving and shiping in Union ves 
sels and becoming Union men, They 
say they now see their mistake. 
don’t believe, from what I can learn, 
that any of his vessels will go on this 
trip, as they will not be able to get 
crews for them. Arapian is still re- 


ported very sick. He has not been 
able to be out since he came from New 
York. I am satisfied that we are soon 
to see the Trust desolved or a more 
riged fight. We are on the lookout 
for them and are not much supprised 
to hear most anything from them that 
would make trouble among the fisher- 
men. The trade need not doubt the 
truth of the catch being small. It 
surely is a small one and will not 
amount to more than above stated, if 
asmuch. Mr. Vollman’s agent esti- 
mated it at about $30,000 or $32,000, 
I told him I would say $35,000, he 
thinks I have over estimated it. 

We have one thing to be proud of 
that has been brought about by the 
formation of the Union. It is this 
that we no longer wait 30 days for our 
money after the sponges are sold as 
was often the case when the Trust 
were buying. In oneortwo instances 
I knew when the service of a Lawyer 
was secured by captains of vessels or 
owners before they received their 
money. As it is now you sell your 
sponge, get your check and take it to 
the bank the next.day and get your 
money. These things may seem 
strange, but they are facts all the 
same. Men have been detained here 
for ten days or two weeks, after riak- 
ing their trip and selling their sponge, 
waiting for their money. It was 
a general thing to get a check for one 
half of the amount and sometimes not 
that, and then wait two weeks more 
for the balance.The owners in order to 
get their vessels off as soon a possible 
would pay the men from the half first 
received and wait for the vessel’s por- 
tion. I don’t know whose fault it was. 
Whether it was the agent’s or the com- 
bine’s, I can’t say,yet I know it to be 
so. If they place all their sponges to 
the trade, I don’t think they will make 
the fight any stronger on their side. 
They may think to force us at this 
end, but if ever they made a mistake, 
they will have made it here. 

The Vollman’s have bought a fine 
lot of sponges as to quality, &c. Al- 
though the catch was small, yet it was 
a fine quality of sponges. Some few 
of the vessels have left for the sponge 
bars for the second trip. It will be 
two weeks yet before the bulk of them 
leave. They will be getting back 
about the first of September from 
this trip. A. E. C.

Recent Treasury Decisions. 
TOILET WATER. 

In the matter of the protest of W. 
H. Schieffelin & Oo. against 
the decisior of the collector of 
customs at New York as tc 
the rate and amount of duties 
chargeable on certain toilet waters 
imported per La Gascogne, Dec. 23, 
1891, the following is the opinion by 
General Appraiser Lunt: 

We find as facts: 

1. That Messrs. W. H, Schieffelin & 
Co, imported into the port of New 


York per steamer La Gascogne, Dec. 
23, 1891, certain merchandise invoiced 
as Rimmel’s toilet water and tollet 
vinegar. Upon the former duty was 
assessed at two dollars per gallon and 
50 per centum ad ‘valorem as an alco- 
hol compound not specially provided 
for, and upon the latter at 50c per 
gallon and 25 ~y centum ad valorem, 
both under the provisions of para- 
graph 8, N.T. 2. That the so-called 
toilet water is a deodorized alcohol in 
which various odoriferous substances 
have been dissolved; that the same is 
an alcoholic perfumery used for the 
same purposes as cologne water and 
handkerchief extracts. 3. That the 
so-called toilet vinegar contains about 
72 per centum of deodorized alcohol 
combined with water and small quan- 
tities of acetic acid or acetic ether and 
some odoriferous substances includ- 
ing gum benzine; that the uses and 
purposes for which itis adapted and 
applied are similar to those for which 
cologne waters are used, and it is es- 
pecially recommended for the bath 
as a disenfectant and asa perfumery 
for the handkerchief. It has not dis- 
infectant properties but its superior 
perfume may overcome unpleasant 
smells. 

The importers claim that duty 
should have been assessed at 50 per 
centum ad valorem under paragraph 
77, N. T., as a toilet preparation not 
specially provided for. 

By our findings of fact it appears | 
that the said so-called toilet water is 
an an alcoholic perfume similar to 
cologne water, and that the so-called 
toilet vinegar is compounded in much 
the same manner and is an alcoholic 
perfume. s 

We hold that both these articles 
were specially provided for and 
properly subject to duty under para- 
graph 8, N. T. The protest is over- 


raled. 


CUMARIN. 

In the matter of the protest of L. 
Engelhorn against the decision of the 
collector of customs at New York as 
to the rate and amount of duties 
chargeable on certain cumarin im- 
ported per Obdam, October 3 ; Amster- 
dam, September 8, and Werkendam, 
September 19, 1891, the following is 
the opinion by General Appraiser 
Lunt: 

We find that Mr. L. Engelhorn im- 
ported into the port of New York at 
the time named above certain so- 
called cumarin, which was assessed 
for duty at 25 per cent. ad valorem 
under the provisions of paragraph 76, 


Although some months have been 
given the importer in which to pro- 
duce evidence to substantiate the 
claim in his protest that the merchan- 
dise is a medicinal preparation in the 
preparation of which alcohol has been 
used, he has failed to furnish any 
evidence whatever. The only evi- 
dence before the Board, therefore, is 
the return of the appraiser and cer- 
tain teehnical works. 

We therefore find as facts that this 
so called cumarin is the active odori- 
ferous principle of the tonka bean and 
isin its present condition an alkal- 
oidal chemical salt, seldom, if ever, 
used as a medicinal preparation, but 
its principle and largely predominant 
use is a basis for flavoring extracts 
or perfumery. 

pon these findings we hold that it 
was correctly classified for duty and 
the protests are overruled. 


CHEMICAL SALTS, 


In the matter of the protest of L. 
Engelhorn against the decision of the 
collector of customs at New York as 
to the rate and amount of duties 
chargeable on certain chemical salts 
imported per Werkendam, June 27, 
1891, the following is the opinion by 
General Appraiser Lunt: 

We find as facts that Mr. L. Engel- 
horn imported into the port of New 
York per steamer Werkendam, June 
27, 1891, certain so-called atropine sul- 
phate, pilocarpine nitrate, pilocarpine 
muriate and cocaine muriate, which 
were returned by the appraiser as 
chemical salts and duty was assessed 
thereon at the rate of 25 per cent. ad 
valorem under paragraph 76, N. T. 

By a special report it appeared that 
the atropine oupoets was identical 
with that referred to in G. A. 747, and 
that the cocaine muriate was identical 
with that referred to in G. A. 886. The 
collector reliquidated the duty upon 
the cocaine muriate at 40 cents per 
pound in accordance with G. A. 886, 
and reports that by oversight the atro- 

ine sulphate was not reliquidated, 
ut would be upon return of the entry 
to his office. 

The importer claims that all of said 
articles are medical preparations 
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dutiable at the rate of 50 cents per 
pound only, under the provisions of 
paragraph 74 as medicinal prepara- 
tions in the preparation of which 
alcohol has been used. 

We find that atropine sulphate is an 
alkaloidal chemical salt and a medic- 
inal preparation in the preparation 
of which alcohol has been used. 

We also find that pilocarpine nitrate 
and muriate are alkaloidal chemical 
salts, and that the same are medicinal 
preparations in the preparation of 
which alcohol has been used. 

Upon these findings the claim of 
the importer that said merchandise 
should have been assessed at 50 cents 
per pound under paragraph 74 is sus- 
tained. 





WASH BLUE. 


In the matter of the protest of 
Abram De Ronde & Co., against the 
decision of the collector of customs 
at New York as to the rate and 
amount of duties chargeable on cer. 
tain wash blue, imported per vessels 
arriving on various dates, the follow- 
ingis the opinion of General Ap- 
praiser Lunt: 

We find that the protestants, 
Messrs. A. De Ronde & Co., imported 
into the port of New York, as per 
schedule, certain so-called wash 
biue invoiced by William Edge, 
of Bolton, England, and that the 
same was assessed for duty as a coal 
tar preparation, color or dye, at 35 per 
cent. ad valorem, under the provision 
of paragraph 18, N. T. 

e further find that said wash blue 
does not contain ultramarine, and 
that itis a coal tar color in aqueous 
solution. 

The protestants claim that said 
merchandise is dutiable at 3 cents per 
pound, under paragraph 58 of the act 
aforesaid, as wash blue containing 
ultramarine. They also claim in sev- 
eral protests that the act of October 
1, 1890, is unconstitutional. 

This is the same class of merchan- 
dise as that covered by G.A., 1,346. 
We hold, as in that case, that the 
merchandise was lawfully assessed 
for duty and that the act of October 
1, 1890, is constitutional. The pro- 
test is overruled. 





CUMARIN AND HYDRASTINE. 


In the matter of the protest of L. 
Engelhorn against the decision of the 
collector at NewYork, as to the rate 
and amount of duties chargeable on 
certain cumarin and hydrastine im- 
ported pervessels arriving at various 
dates, the following is the opinion by 
General Appraiser Lunt: 

We find that Mr. Engelhorn im- 
ported into the port of New York, as 
shown in the schedule, certain mer- 
chandise known as cumarin and hy- 
diastine, upon which duty was as- 
sessed at the rate of 25 per cent. ad 
valorem, under the provisions of par- 
agraph 76, N.T.; that the so-called 
cumarin is the active, odoriferous 
principle of the tonka bean and an al- 
kaloidal chemical salt; that its pre- 
dominant use is as a base for flavor- 
ing extracts or perfumery, and that it 
is seldom used for medical purposes. 

We further find that the so-called 
hydrastine is an alkaloid obtained 
from golden seal, and is a medicinal 
preparation in the preparation of 
which alcohol is used. 

The protestant claims that duty 
should have been assessed under par- 
agraph 74, N. T. 

“We hold that said cumarin was 
properly assessed for duty under 
paragraph 76, and that the hydrastine 
should have been assessed for duty 
as a medicinal preparation under the 
provisions of paragraph 74, N.'T. To 
this extent the protest is sustained; 
otherwise, the action of the collector 
is affirmed. 





TOLUIDINE BASE, 


In the matter of the protest of 
Geisenheimer & Co. against the de- 
cision of the collector of customs at 
New York as to the rate and amount 
of duties chargeable on certain tolui- 
dine base imported per Gothia, July 
18, 1891, the following is the opinion 
by General Appraiser Lunt; 

We find as facts that Messrs. Geis- 
enheimer & Co. imported into the 
port of New York per steamer Gothia, 

uly 18, 1891, certain merchandise in- 
voiced as, and which wasin fact B. 
naphtol in powder and B. naphtyla- 
mine in powder, upon which duty 
was assessed at the rate of 25 per 
centum ad valorem as chemical com- 
pound under the provisions of para- 
graph N. T. 76. 

e find that there was no other 
merchandise covered by the invoice. 

The importers protest specially 
concerning 8 casks of toluidine base 


‘in the appended list o 


alleged in their protest to have been 
embraced in said importation, and 
claim that the same was subject to 
duty at 20 per centum ad valorem as 
a coal tar preparation under the pro- 
visions of paragraph 18 of the tariff 
act of Oct. 1, 1890. 

Before the Board the protestants 
say that they made an error in speci- 
fying the merchandise, but as itis 
beyond the province of this Board to 
correct their errors, we act upon the 
protest as the collector found it, and 
as we received it. As there is no 
merchandise in this importation to 
which this protest can relate, the 
same is overruled. 


COCAINE, CRUDE, 


In the matter of the protests of Hir- 
sel, Feltman & Co. against the de- 
cision of the Collector of Customs at 
New York as to the rate and amount 
of duties chargeable on certain co9- 
caine, imported per the vessels and 
on the dates named in annexed sche- 
dule, the following is the opinion by 
General Appraiser Wilkinson. 

The merchandise is crude cocaine. 
It was assessed for duty as an alkaloid 
at 25 per cent., under paragraph 76, 
N. T., and is claimed to be dutiable at 
50 cents a pound, under paragraph 74, 
as a medicinal preparation in the 
preparation of which alcohol ié used. 

The Board has held, and is still of 
the opinion, that the provisions for 
medicinal preparations are more spe- 
cific than enumeration under para- 
graph 76. The question for consider- 
ation, then, is whether crude cocaine 
is a medicinal preparation or not. 

To be entitled to classification as a 
medicinal preparation, it is not suf- 
ficient that an article should have 
medicinal characteristics or even that 
it should be exclusively used for the 
manufacture of medicines. In our 
opinion, a medicinal preparation is 
an article with real or supposed medi- 
cinal qualities, either prepared to go 
into the hands of the consumer, or 
made ready to be dispensed by the 
druggist. 

e find— 

(1) That the cocaine in question is a 
crude alkaloid, in the extraction of 
which alcohol was used. 

(2) That it is known as as crude co- 
caine and is handled exclusively by 
manufacturing pharmacists. 

(3) That it is not offered, bought, 
sold, used, nor known as a medicinal 
preparation. 

(4) That it,is not a medicinal prepa- 
ration. 

The Board is not unmindful that 
under its decision G. A. 886 the muri- 
ate of cocaine, which is a manufac- 
tured product of crude cocaine, pays 
a duty of only 50 cents a pound, while 
an ad valorem duty of 25 per cent. on 
the crude article under consideration 
amounts to more than $10 a pound. 
It certainly was not the intention of 
Congress to put a duty on raw mate- 
rial twenty times greater than that 
on the finished product, but the lan- 
guage of the act is not uncertain, and 
it is not within our power to remedy 
the hardship of which the appellants 
complain. 

The protest must be overruled and 
the decision of the collector is hereby 
affirmed. 





DAMAGE ALLOWANCE ON WINDOW GLASS. 


In the matter of the protests of 
Semon Bache & Co. et. al., against 
the decision of the collector of cus- 
toms at New York as to the rate and 
amount of duties chargeable on cer- 
tain damaged glass, impo1ted per 
vessels and at the dates named in 
scheduled annexed, the following is 
the opinion by General Appraiser 
Somerville: 

We make the following findings of 
fact in these cases: 

1. The merchandise consists of 
window, cylinder, and other kinds of 
glass of the particular description 
named in the several invoices and 
entries, contained in cases or pack- 
ages, marked and numbered as 
shown by the erences papers 

cases. 

2. A part of said merchandise was 
imported under the new tariff act, 
and since October 6, 1890, and a part 
of it under the tariff act of March 3, 
1883, prior to the time when the 
present tariff law went into effect. 
But all of the merchandise was im- 
ported after August 1, 1890, when the 
act of June 10, 1890, known as the 
customs administrative act, went 
into effect. 

3. Said glass was purchased in a 
sound and unbroken condition in the 
markets of the country whence ex- 
ported, and a considerable quantity 
of itwas damaged by being broken 
during the voyage and before arrival 
at the port of New York in such man- 


ner as to be unfit for any other use 
than to be remanufactured. 

4. The importers in each case ap- 
peared before the Board of General 
Appraisers and offered to produce ev- 
idence showing the amount of damage 
done to each package or case,and this 
evidence was held by the Board to be 
irrelevant, and was excluded on the 
ground that allowances for damage 
of the kind under consideration were 
abolished by section 23 of said act of 
June 10, 1890. 

5. There was no evidence of any 
offer on the part of the importers in 
any case to abandon any portion of 
the merchandise to the government, 
and we accordingly find there was no 
such offer. 

The collector classified and assessed 
the merchandise under the appropri- 
ate paragraphs of the tariff law which 
are applicable to glass of the kind in- 
voiced if imported in sound condition. 

The importers claim that so much 
of the glass was broken and unfit for 
use’ except to be remanufactured 
should be separated from the sound 
pee of the megchandise, and be 

eld free of duty, under paragraph 
590 of the tariff act of 1890, or para- 
graph 707 of the act of March 3, 1883. 

Paragraph 590 (act 1890) puts on the 
free list ‘‘glass, broken, and old glass 
which cannot be cut for use, and is fit 
only to be remanufactured.” Para- 
graph 707 (act 1883) also makes free of 
duty ‘“‘glass, broken pieces, and old 
glass which can not be cut for use, 
and is fit only to be remanufactured.”’ 

The contention of the appellants, 
stated in another form, is as follows: 
That the tariff acts of 1890 and 1883 
each provide for the levying and col- 
lecting uf duties only upon “all ar- 
ticles imported from foreign coun- 
tries’? which are described in the 
schedules of these laws, and that a 
part of the glass being broken in 
transit and before arrival the whole 
of the merchandise originally pur- 
chased was never imported, and that 
the thing imported is window and 
cylinder glass in part, and also in 
part broken glass, unfit for any pur- 
pose except tobe remanufactured, 
and inasmuch as broken glass of this 
description is made free of duty, the 
duties exacted on this portion of the 
merchandise were illegal and should 
be refunded. 

The authorities relied on in support 
of this view are Marricott vs. Brune, 
9 How., 619, and Lawrence vs. Cas- 
well, 13 How., 488, and other cases 
which follow the principle there de- 
cided. 

Those cases arose under the tariff 
act of 1846, and decide the principle 
that duty should be charged only 
upon the merchandse which arrives 
at our ports, and not upon the quan- 
tity which appears on the invoice to 
have been shipped. The merchan- 
dise in the first of the above-cited 
cases was sugar, which was dimin- 
ished by drainage ana waste, and in 
the second liquors, which were re- 
duced in quantity by leakage, all dur- 
ing the voyage and prior to arrival at 
the port of destination. 

Soin Robertson vs. Bradbury, 132 
U_ S., 491, decided in the year 1889, a 
distinction was made under former 
laws between a deficiency arising 
from the loss of goods on the passage 
and a loss of weight by mere shrink- 
age. A proportionate deduction of 
duties was allowed in the former con- 
tingency, but not in the latter. 

Those decisions were rendered un- 
der laws entirely different from those 
in force when these importations were 
made, and, in our judgment, the two 
first cited do not control any case 
which arises under existing laws. 

Section 23 of the act of June 10, 
1890, expressly provides that ‘‘no al- 
lowance for damage to goods, wares, 
and merchandise imported into the 
United States shall hereafter be made 
in the estimation and liquidation of 
duties thereon,”’ and the same section 
thereupon proceeds to provide for the 
abandonment to the government of 
damaged merchandise under certain 
conditions, which are named. 

Prior to this statute, legislation by 
Congress had provided for the reduc- 
tion of duties in consequence of dam- 
age to merchandise sustained during 
the voyage of importation, as far 
back as the act of March 2, 1799. Sec- 
tion 52 of that act was in substance 
embodied in Section 2,927 of the Re- 
vised Statutes of the United States. 

We decided in re Shultz & Hosen, 
G. A. 106, that the manifest purpose 
of Congress in enacting section 23 of 
the customs administrative act was to 
abolish in every form allowances for 
damages which were provided for by 
Section 2,937 of the Revised Statutes, 
And so we hold in the present case. 

It is aparent that in abolishing the 
only statute which makes any allow- 
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ance for deduction of duty for damage 
toimported merchandise, which has 
existed for over ninety years asapart 
of our tariff legislation, the purpose of 
Congress is to have the duties assessed 
upon the value of the merchan- 
dise in the condition it was at the 
time of purchase and exportation, ex- 
cept in the case of total loss, as dis- 
tinguished from mere damage, and 
with the further condition that the 
importer may abandon the importa- 
tion to the Government under certain 
circumstances named in said section 
23. 

The effect of refusing any allowance 
for damage to a portion of the mer- 
chandise sustained during the voy- 
age, as the breaking of glass, for ex- 
ample, would simply be to raise the 
duties on the portion of the goods 
which were in sound condition, and 
this Congress unquestionably pos- 
ses3es the power to do. 

An analogous case is found in the 
statute which provides that no allow- 
ance shall be made “for breakage, 
leakage, or damage on wines, liquors, 
cordials, or distilled spirits.” (Tariff 
act 1890, paragraph 336.) 

The corresponding paragraph in the 
act of March 3, 1883, is paragraph 308. 
When this provision of the statute 
was under consideration in the United 
States Senate (act a 8, 1875, 
2), it was stated by Senator Morrill, in 
debate, that “the denial of all allow- 
ance for such damage to such mer- 
chandise was, in effect, raising the 
duty thereon.”’ (Congressional Rec- 
ord, vol. 14, page 2,900.) The passage 
of the act has ulways been construed 
in tariff practice to import an inten- 
tion on the part of Congress that liq- 
uors, of the kind mentioned in sched- 
ule 4, act of 1883, should take the 
hazard of arrival at the port of desti- 
nation in a sound condition, without 
deduction of duty in any manner for 
deterioration referable to such 
damage. 

It is true that no allowance for 
damage is directly asserted as on 
such, by specific percentage, but it is 
indirectly claimed by the contention 
that the duty on the glass should 
be reduced from the rate levied and 
assessable on undamaged glass to 
that which is levied on a certain kind 
of glass damaged in transit. The 
case is one which would fall directly 
within the terms of section 2,927 of 
the Revised Statutes but for the re- 
pealing effect of section 23 of the act 
of June 10, 1890, which latter statute, 
in our judgment, prohibits us from 
entertaining such a claim in any form 
whatever. 

Holding as we do tiat the claim is 
one, in legal effect, which seeks a re- 
duction of duties on account of dam- 
age to a portion of the merchandise, 
we decide that it is not well taken. 

The protests are accordingly all 
overruled on this ground, and the 
collector’s decision is affirmed in each 
case.

San Francisco Market. 


{Special to the REPoRTER.] 

The quicksilver market at present 
writing is dull and unprofitable. That 
is the universal verdict. Producers 
have been complaining for a number 
of years. Times are not as they were 
when the article commanded over a 
dollar a pound in this market, when 
we produced about sixty thousand 
flasks a year, and when China took 
two to three thousand flasks a year 
from us. Now we have dropped down 
to about twenty-two thousand flasks a 
year in production, our shipments to 
China are nil, having been taken from 
us by the Rothschilds, while the price 
has descended to less than sixty cents 
per pound—$42 50@43_ per flask, 
though since the 8th it has advanced 
one dollar, to $43 50@44. In former 
days we produced one-half the quick- 
silver of the world, now less than a 
third of it. A falling off in the local 
demand, owing to the decreased yield 
of the Nevada gold and silver mines 
and foreign competition are the causes 
for this. The ten cents per pound 
duty does not seem to have the effect 
intended, though the producers would 
doubtless be loth to part with it. De- 
spite all their efforts, however, the mar- 
ket has been almost constantly declin- 
ing since the opening of the year, the 
combination has not been successful 
in regulating prices to the extent that 
was hoped for, although but for their 
efforts the local market would be 
lower still. The export price has been 
for some months many dollars lower 
than the local. It is at present $39 
per flask as against $43 50 for large 
lots locally. There are two houses 
out of the combine. ‘This, of course, 
militates against the effort to keep 
the market up—at least it does in the 
estimation of some. The combine 
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meet once a week to settle prices, but 
their labors up to the present have 
been principally devoted to the solu- 
tion of the question as to whether 
they should let prices down a little 
lower or not. In most of the old 
mines the deposits of cinnabar have 
begun to be worked out or to average 
poorly in metal. They are to all ap- 
i. being gradually worked out. 

hat is one explanation of the reason 
why the product has falien off so, 
though, no doubt, it has been re- 
stricted to some degree for prudential 
reasons, At least it is so alleged. 
The new Almaden, the famous Santa 
Clara mine, which used to yield 
it's 20,000 and more flasks as late 
as 1887, two-thirds of the whole, last 
year dwindled down to the compara 
tively small figure of 8,000 flasks. 
Many of the smaller mines have ceased 
producing, but if there were better 
prices they would be heard of again 
in the market. The quicksilver re- 
sources of California are not nearly 
exhausted by any means, in proof of 
which J. B. handel. an old veteran in 
the business and who had been super 
intendent of the New Almaden mine 
for over a quarter of a century, pur- 
chased jointly with some other gen 
tlemen, some quicksilver property for 
the round sum of a million dollars. 
It would take a good many flasks of 
quicksilver to pay the cost price, but 
the fact that such experienced men 
purchased the property in question, 
shows that brighter times are before 
the quicksilver interest in California. 
Fortunes have been made out of the 
metal, and there is little doubt that 
fortunes will be made in it again. It 
isa long time since any quicksilver 
went to New York round the Horn, 
but on the 3d the E. B. Sutton cleared 
for New York with 200 flasks, shipped 
by old operators in this city. 

The borax business has been well 
concentrated since the failure of Wm. 
T, Coleman & Co., which was largely 
if not entirely caused by speculations 
in borax and borax lands. The ship- 
ments this year so far by rail and 
water have exceeded somewhat five 
and a half million pounds, mostly des- 
tined for New York City. This year 
the greater part of this has been ship- 
ped by sea by steamer and clipper, in 
the same time in 1891 it took princi- 
pally the rail route. 

The supplies of borax on this coast 
are practically inexhaustible, and as 
long as they are managed with pru- 
dence cannot fail to prove remunera- 
tive. At the price now prevailing ex 
perts say that these mines are capable 
of supplying the world with borax for 
three hundred years.

Canada Petroleum Report. 


In the speculative market for crude 
there have been few features of special 
interest, trading for the most part 
having been dull and the variations in 
prices having been within rather nar. 
row limits, although the tendency has 
been towards a lower average. 

The requirements of refined also 
have betn most exclusively confined 
to shipments in bulk and prices range 
about last week’s quotation. 

Peculiar freaks of fortune, some of

petroleum operations. Notableamong 
these were the varied experiences of 
enterprising pioneers with oil wells 
that set at defiance the most careful 
caleulations.

Some proved unexceptionally large, 
others were disproportionately small, 
while many promising ventures 
dropped out of sight with alarming 
suddenness. There was no end of 
alarming vicicitudes away back in the 
sixties and seventies when queer trans- 
actions from poverty to wealth, or the 
reverse, became so common as to be 
accepted as a matter-of-course. Not 
a few of these ups and downs resulted 
from the actions of particular wells, 
whose success or failure had a most 
important bearing upon the financial 
standing of theirowners. Whole books 
might be written of the thousands 
and hundreds of thousands invested, 
won and lost in the past and present. 
Although our refined oil years ago 
used to be exported from Canada to 
New York to be mixed with American 
oil or shipped direct according to 

uality abroad, yet, we always found 
that as far as the paraffine wax and 
lubricating percentages were concern- 
ed we always were ahead of any other 
petroleum producing country in the 
world.

Naval Stores at Charleston. 


The receipts of naval stores at Char- 
leston during the week ending June 
24 amounted, according to the News 
and Courier, to 792 caska of turpentine 
and 1,651 barrels of rosin against 813 
casks of turpentine and 3,211 barrels 
of rosin for the corresponding week 
of last year, and 1,751 casks of turpen- 
tine and 3,996 barrels of rosin for the 
sume week in 1890. 

The exports for the week were 13 
casks of turpentine and 371 barrels of 
rosin, against 680 casks of turpentine 
and 2,875 barrels of rosin for the cor- 
responding week of last year, and 594 
casks of turpentine and 2,199 barrels 
of rosin for the same week in 1890. 

The total receipts from April 1 to 
June 24 have been 7,683 casks of tur- 
pentine and 22,156 barrels of rosin, 
against 8,086 casks of turpentine and 
28,441 barrels of rosin for the corres- 
ponding time in 1891 and 14,287 casks 
of turpentine and 651,252 barrels of 
rosin for the same period in 1890. 

The total exports from April 1 to 
June 24 have been 4,056 casks of tur- 
pentine and 25,108 barrels of rosin, 
against 6,577 casks of turpentine and 
30,451 barrels of rosin for the corres- 
ponding period of 1891, and 11,692 
casks of turpentine and 53,352 barrels 
of rosin in 1890, leaving a stock this 
day (on hand and shipboard) of 3,798 
casks of turpentine and 12,096 barrels 
of rosin, against 1,680 casks of turpen- 
tine and 2,646 barrels of rosin for the 
corresponding day last year, and 3,111 
casks of turpentine and 23,359 barrels 
of rosin for the same day in 1890.

The Smyrna Sponge Trade. 


The value of the sponge trade dur- 
ing the year 1891 is stated to have 
diminished from 20 per cent. to 25 per 
cent., as compared with that of the 
preceding year, and this s'atement is 
borne out by the diminution in the 
amount of the “cnaritatle dues”’ ievied 
by the communities of the various 
islands interested in the trade, viz., 
Symi, Calymnos, and Halki. 

The amount of sponges of the best 
y mec 4 wus less than tuat obtained 
during the season of 1890, but very 
high prices were given by merchants 
for those of the finest quality, especi- 
ally for those taken at Mandrnha and 
Crete, where the averae size of the 
finest sponges exceeded that of those 
fished during the previous season. 

Sponges of inferior quality, especi- 
ally those taken at Zohara, were sold 
at very low rates. 

While the districts in which the 
sponge fishing industry is carried on 
are showing signs of exhaustion, on 
the other hand new fields are discov- 
ered from time to time, but it is to be 
fearedg@that the increase in the pro- 
duce of the season afforded by the 
discovery of new fields does not alto- 
gether compensate for the loss occa- 
sioned by the exhaustion of districts 
which have long been in use. 

With regard, however, to the num- 
ber of men employed in the industry 
a considerable increase is recorded. 
It appears that, whereas some years 
ago to each boat using the diving ap- 
paratus four divers were allotted out 
of a crew of 15, now six, and even as 
many as eight, divers are employed, 
the crew often numberi'g 20 all told. 

Unfortunately the evils mentioned 
in a former report as tending to re- 
duce, if not to destroy, this industry, 
still continue, and especially the dis- 
honesty of the men employed, who 
not infrequently take advantage of 
the faulty system of pre-payment of 
divers which obtains in the trade to 
rob their employers. Again, as more 
divers are employed in each boat lar- 
ger sums are now required to fit out 
the boats, and it must also be added 
that the risks of the occupation itself 
have increased, as divers descend to 
greater depths to obtain the sponges. 
As many as eighty cases of fatal acci- 
dents are reported as having occurred 
among divers using the apparatus 
during the past season. 

The boats in which tke diving ap- 
paratus is used number 126, with 
crews amounting in all to 2,520 men. 
Boats in which the naked divers are 
employed number 140, with crews 
amounting to 980 men, while 720 men 
were employed in 180 boats in which 
the trawlin;z apparatus is used. 

The practice of fishing in the win- 
ter season is becoming more general, 
but as the districts in which the win- 
ter fishery is carried on are gulfs or 
places near the coast, and thus quite 
distinct from those used during the 
summer. The resultsof the summer 
fishery are not thereby affected. 

Fortunately the reports of the par- 
hsitical weed, whos appearance in the 
sponge districts some years ago 
caused so much anxiety, show that 
the evilcontinues to decrease,—Brit- 
ish Consular Report. 
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The Tyne Chemical Industry. 


In a retrospect of the chemical his- 
tory of the Tyne, the Newcastle Daily 
Chronicle observes that it is a story of 
struggle against districts more fully 
gifted by nature, and of struggles 
that have been successful in consider- 
able degree. It is not a trade that 
goes back centuries, as does that of 
coal mining in the north; it has not 
grown rapidly like the iron trade ; and 
it has not the widespreading influence 
of shipbuilding. It is nota hundred 
years since the Dundonalds and Dun- 
dases, the, Surteeses, ,;and Loshes es- 
tablished at Walker the first alkali 
works of note in the North. Other 
works followed, and so the alkali 
trade was established on the banks of 
the Tyne. Fora time local supplies 
of salt—salt springs, &c.,—were 
secured and used; but after some 

ears had passed these were found 
inadequate, and the Cheshire salt be- 
gan to supply this district, and for 
three score years the great bulk of 
the salt used was drawn at great cost 
from that county. Perhaps the most 
important event of the history of the 
chemical manufacture of the North of 
England is that of the discovery and 
utilisation of South Durham, salt. 





That chief raw material of the chem- 
ical trade used to be drawn from 
Cheshire at great cost, as we have 
said. In 1874, Bell Brothers proved 
the presence of salt at Port Clarence 
in South Durham, at a debth of over 
1,100 feet; and in the year 1882, by the 
adoption of a Continental plan, the 
vast deposits of salt began to be util- 
ised; and in time the whole of the 
chemical works on Tyneside were able 
to obtain « supply of salt from South 
Durham at a cost much less than that 
incurred in bringing the Cheshire salt 
to their works. If the chemical trade 
of the distriet has now come into 
smooth waters through the establish- 
ment of the Alkali Union, it is only 
after alarge number of wrecks and 
removals. Some sixteen years ago 
there were about 25 alkali works in 
the northeast. They were brought 
down to 12 in the year 1883; and in 
1887 they were reduced to seven only. 
Roughly, the extent of the chemical 
trade is best indicated by the amount 
of salt that is decomposed. The pro- 
ducts vary from period to period—for 
instance, on the 'l'yne, alkali used to 
be largely produced at one of the great 
works in one form, but it has almost 
ceased to make it in that form now. 
There is an apparently large reduc- 
tion, but it is simply an alteration of 
the form, vaustic soda being produced 
instead of the old form. If, then, we 
give an approximate idea of the de- 
composition of sult, we do much to 
enable an opinion to be formed of the 
extent and of the fluctuation of the 
trade, subject to the remark that in 
the later years there has been less 
waste of the products, as a whole, be- 
cause of the adoption of improvements 
in working. The salt decomposed at 
the northern chemical works rose 
from 90,000 tons in 1863 to 181,000 tons 
in 1883, when the maximum was 
reached. In 1886 the output was 1265,- 
000 tous, aud in 1890 126,000 tons. The 
chemical manufacture of the North 
has undergone so many changes of 
prospect in the past few years as to 
inake its future more than usually 
sroblematical. These changes, too, 

ave been in that direction which 
leads to the supposition that others 
may follow as important. Of recent 
years the tank waste has become pro- 
fitable, the sulphur therein, being ex- 
tracted, finds a ready sale, whilst the 
increased use and the greater protit 
from the ‘“‘waste product” evolved in 
the alkali manufacture has been al- 
ready referred to. The fact that the 
associated makers of the North now 
own their own salt mines in Durham 
is suggestive, and points to the possi- 
bility of the introduction on a large 
scale of the ammonia process into that 
district—though possibly not on Tyne- 
side. Yet even if this were to be the 
case, there is a future for the Tyne- 
side chemical trade; for, as we have 
seen, it has as yet the monoply of the 
production of bleaching powder, and 
for that article the demand is steady 
and seems to ivcrease. But the fact 
that soda crystals were £4 15s per ton 
in 1863, and they are now £3; that 
caustic soda has fallen in that time 
from £18 to £12, though its strength 
is increased; and that other articles 
have similarly fallen,— these facts 
point to causes that brought about 
tirst the alteration, and finally the de- 
struction of some of the historic chem- 
ical works that were on the Tyne. By 
the adoption of some ofthe processes 
changes of importance were made in 
the cost of production. Fewer men 
were needed fora given output; and 
under one company this may be car- 
ied yet further. A Tyneside maker, 
who used 835 tons of coal for a given 
production in 1872, effected that work 
a decade later with 216 tons; and the 
wages fell from £256 to £154. 
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Note on **Granilla,” an Inferior Cochi- 
neal.

Up to the present time very little 
has been kuown amongst pharmacists 
about this article of commerce, and 
writers on the subject of cochineal 
give very conflicting statements as 
to its origin and composition. Dr. 
Pareira, in his well-known work on 
materia medica, states that “granilla 
consists of very small cochineal in- 
sects and smaller wrinkled globules 
or ovate masses, cocoons (I have been 
unable to find any cocoons), and new- 
born insects somewhat like fragments 
of cochineal insects.”’ In a paper 
read before the Pharmaceutical So- 
ciety, about 1848, a Spanish writer, 
Jose da Nobrega, says that ‘‘in the 
Mexican provinces two qualities of 
cochineal are found; first, Grana 
Fina, that which is grown on the cul 
tivated nopal; and, secondly, Grana 
Sylvestra, that which is found on the 
wild cactus; this is known as gra-

nilla.”’ In a letter to Dr. Pareira, in 
1845, August Faber, a cochineal mer- 
chant, writes as follows: ‘‘Granilla is 
imported from the same places as 
cochineal, namely, Mexico and Hon- 
duras, and it consists of small imma- 
ture insects. Garblings consists of 
broken pieces of insects mixed with 
dirt and extraneous substances gath- 
ered from the plant in taking the in- 
sects. Each bag of cochineal on its 
arrival in the London market is sifted, 
and in this manner the garblings are 
obtained, as they are seldom imported 
as such.”” Mr. Smith, an old secre- 
tary of the Pharmaceutical Society 
and an authority on the subject, says 
that granilla consists of small imma- 
ture femaleinsects. Other references 
appear to be repetitions of these state- 
ments. 

So much, then, was the information 
I was able to obtain on the subject. 
In the hope of clearing up the evident 
uncertainty as to its constitution and 
origin, I undertook to examine two 
samples of granilla which were in the 
educational collection at Bloomsbury 
square. One sample, A, was black, 
and the sample B was of a dusty gray 
color, corresponding respectively to 
the black and gray varieties of ordi 
nary cochineal. After ascertaining 
the amount of ash left on incinera- 
tion, the only methods of arriving at 
any satisfactory conclusion were, of 
course, purely mechanical, so that the 
figures cannot be said to be absolutely 
accurate, but will give a guod idea of 
the relative amount of each substance 
in the granilla. The method I adopted 
was to first separate the mixture by 
shaking with chluroform, and then 
separating that which floated and that 
which sank into their respective con- 
stituents by means of a camel-hair 
pencil under a lens. 

The first specimen I examined was 
tbe dark-colored granilla A. This 
specimen was free from dust and of a 
dark purple colorthroughout. On in- 
cineration it yielded an ash, corres 
ponding to 2u'5 per cent. This ash 
was chiefly composed of an iinpal- 
pable powder, together with a small 
quantity of sandy matter. The gran- 
illa was then treated with chloroform, 
and was found to cortain only a small 
quantity of earthy matter, such as 
sand, ete. The portion lighter than 
chloroform was then skimmed off, al- 
lowed to dry on a glass plate,and sep- 
arated with a camel-hair brush into 
several parts. The tirst§ portion 
weighing 86 per cent. was made up 
entirely of sma!l immature cochineal 
insects, together with fragments of 
larger insects of the black, shining 
variety. This granilla is therefore of 
a fairly good quality. and would 
probably yield a comparatively lurge 
amount of coloring matter. The next 
portion, consisting of cactus spines, 
fragments of wood, leaves, and other 
vegetable debris, gave a weight cor- 
responding to 8 percent. The whole 
of this vegetable debris is of the same 
color as the cochineal insect, namely, 
of a dark purple. To this fact I shall 
have to allude later on. The last part, 
4 per cent. consists of small, vermi- 
form bodies, which yielded a large 
amount of ash on_ incineration 
and appeared to be almost en- 
tirely inorganic. On treatment with 
nitric acid the whole of the interior 
was dissolved out, leaving a frame- 
work which under the microscope 
was seen to be of a distinctly cellular 
structure, thus leadi g me to think 
that they must be of vogetable origin. 
I was afterwards al |>to identify these 
as the small succulont leaves of the 

ochineal cactus, Opuntia cochinel- 


lifer (a specimen of which isin the bo- 
tanical gardens at Regents Park), so 
there is little doubt that they have 
been brushed off the cactus during 
collection of the insects. I was also 
able to separate a collection of wing 
eases of some foreign insects, to- 
gether with two almost perfect speci- 
mens, which were identified for me 
by Mr. Cahan, of the South Kensing- 
ton Natural History Museum, as two 
species of the lady bird family, Coc- 
cinelidiw, namely, Hyperaspis Con- 
nectens and Hyperaspis Trimaculata. 
As neither of these species occur in 
the Canary Islands, but are indige- 
nous to Mexico, it follows that both 
samples of granilla ure of Mexican 
origin, since each sample contains 
the wing cases of these insects. The 
Coccinelid are parasitic in the Coc- 
cidew and Aphidie, the former being 
the family to which Coccus Cacti be- 
longs, and hence there is little wonder 
at their being found mixed with the 
cochineal insects. 

The other sample of zranilla B is of 
a light color, extremely dusty, and 
evidently of a much poorer quality. 
On incineration 100 grains left an ash 
weighing 505 grains (=50'5 percent.). 
Ordinary cochineal generally has an 
ash of 3or4 percent. This ash con- 
tained a large proportion of sand, 
which can readily be seen on exami- 
nation. Whether this large percent- 
age of sand points to an accidental 
admixture or to a sophistication I 
cannot say. It has been stated that 
some cochineal gowers prefer to kill 
the cochineal by scattering over it a 
small quantity of hot ashes. If this 
be the case, then the presence of so 
much earthy matter in the granilla 
ean be readily accounted for. On ex- 
amining this sample as I have just 
described, I found that its compo- 
sition much resembled that of sample 
A. As might be expected from the 
percentage of ash, a large quantity, 
namely, 36 8 per cent., sank in chloro- 
form and proved to be entirely earthy 
matter. The weight of immature co- 
chineal insects and fragments, yielded 
by 100 grains, was only 36 grains, so 
that the amount of coloring matter in 
this sample of granilla would be very 
small. Vegetable debris amounted to 
21 per cent., «and consisted of frag 
ments of wood, spines, etc, The spiny 
leaves described before made up 
another 5*°2 per cent., and should be 
classed as vegetable matter. In this 
sample also the wing cases men- 
tionedin connection with the other 
sample A, occur, together with a col- 
lection of miscellaneons bodies which 
are unrecognizable. An aqueous in- 
fusion of this specimen is very mucil- 
aginous, so much so, that it is quite 
unfilterable. owing I suppose to the 
starchy nature of the vegetable mat- 
ter. The three other samples of gran- 
illa were given to me by Messrs 
Beazley & Co., cochineal merchants 
of Mincing Lune. They are all from 
the Canary Islands, and none of them 
contain any wing cases of the two in. 
sects alluded to before, 

The sample marked C gives only 
125 per cent. of ash, which is by far 
the lowest ash given by any sample 
of granilla I have examined. Like A 
it is black and contains vegetable 
debris, and small cochineal insect 
and fragments. 

The sample D has been “rounced,”’ 
that is, it has been shaken with a 
very small quantity of moisture to 
give it the black appearance. Its ash 
is 25°5 per cent. and it contains a 
fairly large quests of sandy matter. 

The last sample E, very much re- 
sembles B, but itis of a better qual-

From these data it will be seen that 
granilla consists of the siftings of the 
cochineal insects, and contains such 
matters as might readily contami- 
nate the cochineals during collection, 
and that it is not, as stated by some 
writers, a wild species of Coccus. It 
rarely comes into the market at the 
present day, as its value has gone 
down to 3d, or 4d. per pound. At one 
time, as each bag of cochineal came 
into London, it was sifted, and the 
siftings, which were composed princi- 
pally of dust, were known as ‘ Garb- 
lings,’’ and constitute — a different 
thing to granilla. This custom is, 
however, gone out of use, owing to 
the low price of cochineal. 

Whilst on the subject of cochineal I 
should like to say a few words on the 
different varieties of commerce. I 
was informed by acochineal merchant 
and grower, Mr. Frederick Rowsell, of 
Mincing Lane, that in the Canary 
Islands three varieties existed, name- 
ly, black-grey, silver-grey and rosy- 
black. They are obtained as follows: 
In January, the mature insects which 
have been kept through the winter 
are allowed to spawn, and the young 
are conveyed and attached to the cac- 
tus plants either on strips of calico or 
in muslin begs. These come to ma- 
turity about March, when the first 
crop is collected. Thiscrop yields the 
black-grey grain. This variety is said 
to be much richer in coloring matter 
than any other, and for that reason it 
is always used for the preparation of 
carmine. Those insects which are left 


on the plants produce the second or 
main crop, which is ready for collec- 
tion about June orJuly. This is the 
silver grain, and is much richer in the 
waxy coating which is characteristic 
of the grey cochineal. Both these 
varieties are killed either by suffoca- 
tion with charcoal or sulphur fumes 
or ~~ are spread on “7 and allow- 
ed todry in the sun. The rosy-black 
grain may be made up of insects of 
either of these crops. The difference 
depends on the way in which the in- 
sect is killed, the black-grain being 
killed by a wet process, whereby the 
waxy coating is melted and varnishes 
the body. This is borne out by the 
fact that the whole of the vegetable 
matter in the sample of black gran- 
illa, A, is colored, which cannot be ex- 
plained except by the supposition that 
the whole had been immersed in water. 

At the present day Mexican cochin- 
eal very rarely comes into the mar- 
ket, being almost entirely replaced by 
that from the Canary Isiands. Before 
the introduction of aniline colors, the 
Mexican grain was much esteemed as 
being the only cochineal the color of 
which would penetrate leather. Bluck 
cochineal from the Canary Islands 
frequently contains what is known as 
black sand, which is extremely heavy, 
and has the property of being mag- 
netic, and can therefore be very readily 
detected by means of a magnet. This 
is not an adulteration, but merel 
an accidental contamination throu h 
careless collection. The whole of the 
ground in the cochineal fields is cov- 
ered with this sand, which is of vol- 
canic origin, to a depth of one or two 
feet, and it is easy to see howit comes 
to be mixed with the commercial arti- 
cle.—Phar. Jour. and Trans.

White Lead.—The demand in a job- 
bing way continues fairly  satia- 
factory considering the season. The 
market lacks special features of iater- 
est. The cutting of prices, which at- 
tracted such widespread attention 
and had a somewhat demoralizing 
effect upon the market earlier in the 
year, is of less frequent occurrence 
now, though large buyers of a gen- 
eral line of paints and colors are 
almost sure to obtain. concessions 
from leading jobbers on such pur- 
chases of lead as they make. The 
corroders steadily adhere to their 
prices and we continue to quote 
6%e for 12 tons or over, 6%c for 
7 to12 tons, 7c for 500 tbs to 5 tons, and 
7c for lots of less than 500 fhs. The 
terms on lots of 500 tbs or over are 
60 days, or 2%% discount for cash if 
paid within 15 days from date of in- 
voice. To make any of the above 
quantities it is allowable to include 
any assortment of packages of white 
lead, red lead, or aie, or all of 
these articles. Dry white lead in kegs 
is quoted at the same prices as in oil 
but in barrels a reduction of \%e per 
pound is made. No pre-payment of 
nor allowance for freight is made and 
there are no rebates. 

Litharge.—There is a fair amount of 
business reported at steady prices. 
We quote 6%@7c for powdered and 
6c for double fined. 

Orange Mineral.—Jobbers report a 
moderate movement, and the feeling 
is of steadiness. Prices continue at 
84@8%e for domestic, and 84%@9e 
for foreign grades, according to quan- 
tity and quality. 

Oxide of Zinc.—Business at the °-

A Dull Glass Season. 


gprs of the results of the past 
ten months in the glass trade the 
Commoner and Glassworker says that 
on the whole, the season has not been 
a very busy one in any of the 
branches of the glassindustry. The 
bottle trade in both flint and green 
glass has been exceptionally dull, 
and not until _— did it take on 
any measure of activity. Factories 
were closed down for weeks and 
months at a time, and the amount of 
stock carried all season has been un- 
usually large. In the early part of 
the season of 1891-’92 the fruit jar 
trade experienced one of the briskest 
periods ever known, and it proved 
the only consolation bottle houses 
had in the face of the small demand 
for bottles and vials. This spring the 
fruit jar trade is also proving a com- 
pensating feature to the depressed 
bottle men, and the prospects fora 
good fall trade in these articles is 
also bright. 

In the flint glass trade tableware 
started off slowly, but in the late fall 
it took on a great activity, which con- 
tinued for about two months, when it 
began to give out, and has been dull 
ever since. 

Chimneys are about the only arti- 
cles that have been in really good de- 
mand all season, and the chimney 
manufacturers have had nothing to 
complain of. However, this trade 
suffered a slight depression for a few 
weeks in the early spring. Flint 
hand-blown goods and iron mold 
ware had only a fair run, and electric 
bulbs dropped completely out of sight 
early in the winter, and haven’t come 
to view since. But there is a chance 
for an early recovery in these goods, 
especially since the world’s Fair sea 
son will soon be upon us, and a great 
number of electric lights will be re- 
quired. 

Yet in the face of the dullness of 
the past season numerous factories 
are going up, and manufacturers 
have evidently confidence in the 
future of the trade, for many of them 
are instituting improvements and en- 
largements for next season. 

or the first time since American 
plate glass has obtained a foot hold 
in this country it experienced a sea- 
son of dullness. It still remains dull 
and stocks are large, but the dullness 
of plate glass is due more to the man- 
ipulations of the market by varied 
interests than to any inherent weak- 
ness in the demand. 

Window glass must also assist in 
making up the season's chapter of 
dullness, Low prices and poor de- 
mand ruled from the beginning of 
the season until the early spring, and 
while trade is now only fair, stocks 
are low, and unless foreign glass is 
called for in great quantities during 
the summer months, there will be a 
good demand for American window 
glass to open the: manufacturing sea- 
son with in the fall. 


While the past season has been a 
dull one indications point to good 
times next year, and if nothing un- 
forseen occurs we will have them.

Expected Increase in Glass Production. 


Next season the window glass trade 
will experience an astonishing addi- 
tion to its productive capacity. There 
is at present definitely projected an 
increase in capacity of furnaces equal 
to 834 pots. ut this does not repre- 
sent the actual increase since several 
of the new furnaces will replace those 
of smallor capacity. So far there is a 
net increase projected of 808 pots, 
but the probabilities are that before 
September is reached there will be ac- 
tually in course of erection an increase 
of 1,000 pots; big figures to be sure, 
and a condition that makes one trem: 
ble at, for it is not altogether certain 
that this great increase is in the line 
of wisdom. We base this prediction 
of an increase of 1,000 pots on the 
number of factaries intended, which 
are as yet only partially decided upon, 
but which in all probability will be 
built. In this calculation there is no 
account taken of the very great prob- 
ability that several of the plants now 
in operation will not resume next sea- 
son but will go out of the business 
for good. These are not taken in ac- 
count, because, while the indications 
are that several plants will close busi- 
ness, there is nothing definitely de- 
cided upon as yet in these particular 
cases. It is likely that the Jersey 
plants which have been going into the 
hands of the sheriff during the sea-on 
just closed will never resume. Jersey 
is in bad shape so far as her window 

lass factories are concerned, and un- 

ess she gets a move on very quickly, 
by adapting improved methods like 
the Cohansey Glass Manufacturing 
Co. has done, she will have almost no 
importance as a window glass manu- 
facturing State. Next year will bea 
big one for new window houses, and 
itis to be hoped that the 1,000 extra 
pots will all be able to find employ- 
ment.— Commoner and Glassworker.

Glass-making in Indiana. 


If Indiana does not already stand 
at the head of the list of window glass 
producing States in the country, it 
will capture that article very easil 
before the fires are started next fall. 
There are now 19 window glass houses 
in Indiana, and it is doubtful if any 
other State in the Union can boast of 
so many. During the summer vaca- 
tion, however, there will be some 
wonderful changes take place. Old 
established factories will be enlarged 
and new ones built. New window 
glass houses have already been con- 
tracted for, and will go up this sum- 
mer. They will be built at Anderson, 
Muncie, Pendleton, Eaton, Fair- 
mount, Dunkirk, Hartford City, El- 
wood, and probably one or two other 
places.

In nearly all departments of the oil 
market we encounter a quiet feeling. 
Neither buyers nor sellers seem par- 
ticularly anxious to do business, the 
former because their requirements are 
not urgent and the latter for the rea- 
son that any attempt to induce buy- 
ers to make more liberal purchases 
would necessarily, under the circum- 
stances, mean the acceptance of lower 
prices. In a few cases the desire to 
increase their business has induced 
some sellers to offer goods at a con- 
cession, but as a rule the market is 


steady. The lard oil market is higher. 
There are reports of an easy feeling 
among some deulers in menhaden oil, 
but they lack verification. There isa 
firmer tone to the market for mineral 
oils, but no quotable change in prices. 
Paraffine wax, thatis thec tude article, 
is somewnat unsettled, and some low 
priced sales have been reported. 


Vegetable Oils. 

Linseed Oil.—There has been no 
change in the situation since our last. 
The demand, as might be expected at 
this time of the year, is rather light, 
as the consuming trade is slow, and 
the large buyers have about all the 
stock they need for the present. 
Offerings from out-of-town sources 
continue light, and city crushersseem 
to be satisfied to wait for the renewal 
of activity, which they confidently 
believe will come with the advent of 
the fall months. In the meantime 
the market may be written steady, 
the quotations remaining at 42¢ for 
city oil made from domestic seed, and 
41c, less 2% for eash, for out-of-town 
brands. 

Cottonseed Oil.--While trading,early 
in the week,was rather slack, at the 
close, however, considetable — oil 
changed hands both for home con- 
sumption and for export. About 2,000 
bbls prime yellow that has been held 
in the South was placed here for con- 
sumption at a price equal to about 
32\%c. A lot of 3,500 bbls prime yel- 
low, already reported sold some weeks 
ago by the Charleston Refinery to 
a New York exporter, has been ship- 
ped to one of the Mediterranean 
ports for orders. The placing of 
these lots of oils has, in a measure, 
strengthened the market, though 
prices are not quotably higher at pre- 
sent, but later on there is no doubt 
that ‘prime summer yellow will bring 
34c. An experimentis being tried of 
bringing oilin tank ears toCommuni- 
paw then barrel it for export. So far 
about 1,500 bbls has been shipped. part 
to various foreign ports, and the bal- 
ance has been taken here by lard retin- 
ers. The sales reported in the aggre- 
gate make a fair showing. They were 
60 bbls prime crude at 30c, 60 bbls off 
crude at 27¢c, 25 bbls prime crude 
at 29¢e, 500 bbls prime yellow for 
export at 31°,¢, 1,500 bbls for export 
at 314@31°%{¢, 3,000 bbls prime yellow 
for home consumption at 324%ecand 
200 bbls off yellow at 3le. The mar- 
ket closes steady at 29@30c for prime 
crude, off crude at 264%@28c, off yel- 
low 30°4@81c and prime yellow at 32 
@32%c. Soap stock 24%c. Tankings 
lice, Tankage 14%@2c.

Prices are more 
or less nominal at 40@45c for New- 
foundland and 38@40c for domestic, 
according to quantity, quality and 
seller. ; , 

Lard Oil.—The speculative manipu- 
lation of the lard market which has 
caused a large advance in the price 
of that commodity during the past 
few weeks has at last had an effect 
upon the market for the oil. A sharp 
advance occurred early in the wee 
and although there has since been no 
further change the situation is a firm 
one and the tendency at the close was 
toward a higher range of values. 
Present prices, taking into considera- 
tion the increased cost of production 
resulting from the enforced use of ice, 
leave the pressers little or no margin 
for profit, and if the upward movement 
in the raw material continues, it is 
quite probable that we shall see even 
higher prices for oil at an early day. 
The recent advance checked the de- 
mand at first, as buyers did not seem 
to think that it would be permanent, 
but latterly there has been a revival 
of interest and at the present time 
there is a very good business in pro- 
gress, though only jobbing purchases 
are made. ‘The lower grades have not 
been materially affected by the ad- 
vance in prime, although a little bet- 
ter demand is noted for the higher 
qualities. Prime is now quotable at 
58@59e for city and 57@58e for West- 
ern. 

Menhaden Oll.—Bearish influences 
are being exerted with a view to com- 

elling sellers of new oil to accept 
ower prices, but so far without suc- 
cess, and if the fishing coutinues to 
be as poor as it has been since the 
besinaln of the season it is not at 
all probable that the manufacturers 
will reduce their quotations. On the 
other hand there is no prospect of an 
advance as the prices quoted for com- 
peting products are too low to admit 
of it. The production of menhaden 
oil is much below the average, and 
there is said to be not more than 500 
bbls. available for prompt delivery. 
In fact some of the manufacturers 
have become disgusted with the re- 
sults of the season up to date, and 
have concluded to close their factories 
until the fish become more plentiful. 
Most of the sales made so far this sea- 
#on have been for nearby trade. Bos- 
ton has taken nothing so far, and 
other distributing points have bought 
little. Since we last wrote there have 
been sales of 500 bbls., mostly north- 
ern, at the fixed prices which are 3ic 
for prime northern, and 30c for south- 
ern. The situation is reviewed at 
length in our editorial columns. The 
manufactured oils remain very quiet, 
but pressers are not forcing business, 
and make no concessions from pre- 
vious quotations. 

Neatsfoot Oil.—The demand is only 
moderate, buyers showing no inclina- 
tion to anticipate requirements. The 
market, however, is firm as the cost 
of production will admit of no reduc- 
tion in quotations. Extra is held at 
60@65e, prime at 50@55c, No. 1 at 42@ 
45c and No. 2 at 37@40c, according to 
quality, seller and size of order. 

Sperm.—Crude at New Bedford has 
been very quiet during the week, and 
no sales have been reported. There 
was a small inquiry for export, but up 
to the close it had not resulted in busi- 
ness. Holders firmly adhere to their 
former quotations. The demand for 
the manufactured oils is light, but 
prices are firmly maintained within 
the range of our quotations. 

Tallow Oil.—The market remains 
steady, notwithstanding the fluctua- 
tions in the price of the raw material, 
as stocks are no more than enough to 
cover the current requirements of 
consumption. The demand is fair,

There 
is only a limited demand for the man- 
ufactured oils, but prices remain 
steady and unchanged. 


Mineral Oils. 


There is a rather firmer feeling ap- 
parent in this market, and while quo- 
tations are not changed, sellers are 
less disposed to grant concessions. 
The demand is steadily improving, 
but there is no great amount of ac- 
tivity in any line, most of the sales 
that come under our notice being of 
a jobbing character. 

Black Oils.—The call is largely for 
summer oil, but it comes almost en- 
tirely from local buyers, who cannot 
be induced to take more than they 
need for the actual requirements of 
the present. Most of the sales are at 
6@6\e, as to quantity and seller; but 
we understand that this price has been 
shaded in some cases by outside sell- 
ers. There is still some demand for 
25@30° cold test, but it is net very 
brisk, and we only hear of small sales 
at 7c. 

Cylinder Stocks.—Prices rest on a 
steady basis, but the demand shows 
little improvement, the business in 
progress, while fair, being entirely of 
a jobbing character. 

Filtered Spindle Oils.—The demand 
for the better grades continues very 
good, but there is not much outlet for 
other kinds. Prices are steady and 
unchanged. 

Neutral Filtered Oils.—The market 
presents no fresh features of interest. 
A fair amount of business is being 
done on small orders, but we learn of 
no large transactions. Prices may 
be written steady, no changes having 
occurred since we last wrote. 

Parafiine Ovls.—General trade is of 
a hand-to-mouth character, but oc 
casionally a lot of considerable size 
changes hands when the price is 
made to suit the buyer. This is not 
often, as holders generally are disin- 
clined to shade the regular quotations. 


Oll Cake, Meal, Etc. 


Linseed Cake.—We have to report a 
very dull market. There is very little 
inquiry from the other side, and no 
buyers of large lots have appeared in 
this market within the weex. There 
is very little out-of-town cake offering 
here, and consequently a firm feeling. 
However, prices are more or less 
nominal, in the absence of important 
business, at $24 50@25 for Western as 
to brand and quantity. 

Linseed Meal.—The market re- 
mains quiet, only a small jobbing 
business being reported at former 


quotations.

Parafine Wax.—The market for 


crude is unsettled and if some of the 
reports that are floating about the 
market are founded on fact some very 
low priced lots have been disposed of 
within the week, and more of the same 
srade of stock is procurable at equally 
ow figures. There is reason to be- 
lieve that such reportsas those alluded 
to are not entirely fiction. It is well 
known that the foreign markets are 
more thao liberally supplied with 
stock while the supply here, already 
large, is receiving constant accessions. 
There is not much demand, but at the 
same time there are plenty of buyers 
who are ready to pick up anything 
that seems to them to be eu or de- 
sirable. Once in a while an order 
comes here ‘at an. exeeptionally low 
limit, but it is generally filled. For 
instance 200 bbls., 117@120°, was 
wanted for shipment to the Pacific 
coast during the week, but the buyer’s 
limit wag placed at a figure which 
seemed prohibitory. After a good 
deal of shopping, round, almost every- 
body in the market seeming to have 
been offered the chance of making a 
bid, the sale was finally consummated 
on the basis of 4%¢c, which,tif we are 
rightly informed, is the lowest figure 
that has been accepted here in many 
years. Other sales have been made 
for export at 5@5%e, notwithstanding 
the general quotation for 117 to 120° is 
6c. We also heard of a sale of a car- 
load of white, 117 to 118°, at 5c.

Linseed Oil.—The situation remains 
in very much the same as a week ago.

Of specu- 
ative stocks not 80 much is heard as 
there was a fortnight ago, and if brok- 
ers are correct in their estimates of 
the supply in the hands of large con- 
sumers, the latter are by no means 
overstocked, and sellers opine that 
buyers will be more numerous in July 
than they have been for the past two 
months, 

Llaxseed.—The week opened with a 
reduction of only 17,247 bushels in the 
quantity of seed in store, although 
the amount in public elevators ex- 
ceeded that of the corresponding date 
of last year by 2,474,595 bushels. 
About the same proportion of lower 
grade flax is reported this week as 
there was last, being about 114°%. The 
official figures of the inspector of flax- 
seed are as follows: June 27, 1892, 
3,018,588 ; June 20, 1892, 3,035,105 ; June 
29, 1892, 533,763 bushels. Stocks in 
Minneapolis and Duluth are reported 
to have decreased 67,885 bushels, and 
the aggregate supply visible in the 
west tigured up, in the last report, 
3,119,536 bushels. The total move- 
ment of flaxseed during the past six 
days as compared with the week pre- 
ceeding and the two corresponding 
weeks of 1801, is shown in the follow- 
ing table, which is compiled from the 
official postings of the Secretary of 
the Board of Trade:

According to the report of the in- 
spector the arrivals of seed continue 
to be fully up to the average of the 
past few weeks. Inspections in dur- 
ing the past six days have been 188 
ears of No. 1, 26 of rejected, 21 of no 
grade, and 11 cars either billed 
through or not to be inspected, mak- 
ing a total of 246 cars, as against 230 
last week and 209 the week previous. 
During the same week of 1891 the in- 
spections were 168 cars of No. 1, 15 of 
rejected, and 6of no grade—189 in all. 
The percentage of lower grade flax, 
it will be observed, has increased, 
fully one-fifth of this week’s arrivals 
having been below contract grade. 
This is almost wholly due to field 
damage. The withdrawals (inspec- 
tions out) have fallen considerably 
below those of last week, the respect- 
ive figures being 94,823 bushels (2,250 
billed through) for the past six days 
and 125,015 the week preceding. 

The period under review has exhib- 
ited considerably more activity in 
both the cash and speculative mar- 
kets. Cash No. 1 opened at $103 
which was about last week’s closing, 
sold up to $1 04, declined to $1 02%, 
from which point it steadily advanced 
until in three days it reached $1 05, 
jumping up a full cent yesterday, and 
closing to-day at $1 0644. Last week’s 
range was lower, Leing $1 024%@ 
103%4, while for the last week of 
June, 1891, the range was $1 05% 
@1 06. Reported sales on ’Change 
foot up 273 cars (27 being of lower 
grade), as against 175 cars (27 of lower 
grade) and 10,000 bushels, last week, 
and 110 cars (9 df lower grades) the 
week before a small lot of June seed 
(5,000 bushels) sold at 4c below cash. 
July delivery opened strong at $1 05, 
which was about 1%c above cash de- 
clined to $103, but subsequently re- 
covered to $1 044%, making the range 
for the week $1 03@1 05, as against 
$1 02@1 03 last week. Sales of this 
future aggregated 101,000 bushels, as 
against 15.009 4ushels last week. As 
hereto ore the chief speculative in- 
























terest has centered in September, 
sales of which foot up 466,000 bushels, 
as against 232,000 during the six days 
preceding. Prices have ranged from 
$1 05@1 07%, the market opening at 
the inside and closing at the top. Last 
week’s range was $1 044%@1 05%. To- 
day’s market was active and higher. 
A little shipping inquiry (though 
not much) existed. Southwestern seed 
commanded $1 06, while Northwestern 
was a full %c higher. Carriers bought 
freely.

Oil Cake —The market can scarcely 
be said to have been quite as active 
this week as last, although quotations 
remain unchanged, crushers still de- 
manding $23 for cake for export. Ad- 
vices from Liverpool indicate arather 
stronger feeling for spot, that market 
being quoted at about £6 10s, the ap- 
preciation in values being attributed 
to lighter stocks.

SATURDAY EVENING, July 2, 1892. 
The week under review has devel- 
oped no new features and has been 
extremely dull, trading having been 
practically suspended during two days. 
The record of sales on Thursday is 
deceptive, as nearly the total reported 
were really what are popularly and 
technically called ‘‘switches,”’ being 
simply transfers of previously re- 
corded sales of July delivery to August 
delivery. The price has ranged about 
the same as last week, the apparent 
advance of Friday being merely a fair 
difference for the later delivery, al- 
though a synopsis of the field report 
received made a somewhat less 
bearish showing than was expected, 


and this had a tendency to in- 
fuse a little confidence. During 
.the past week the production of 
the McDonald field has decreased 


steadily and nearly all the wells in 
that section are showing rapid de- 
cline. ‘The newer wells have not 
shown the large capacity that was 
looked for, and altogether the field 
situation, while not showing remark- 
able changes, is more favorable to 
holders of oil. Another week, how- 
ever, may develop changes in the 
other direction, and this uncertainty 
prevents the present showing exert- 
ingits fullforce. The statistical sit- 
uation has undergone no material 
change, the runs continuing to 
show an increase over deliveries 
which warrants the belief that 
the addition to the = stocks 
will amount to over 250,000 bbls 
The transactions during the past week 
show an increase over those of the 
previous week, the sales footing up 
241,000 bbls (241,000 N. 'T. and 0,000 B.) 
against 107,000 bbls for the preceding 
week. The clearances of the local ex- 
change amounted to 132,000 bbls, 
against 364,000 bbls during the pre- 
ceding week. ‘The total clearances re- 


ported for the Oil City exchange 
amounted to 620,000 bbls, against 


638,000 bbls for the preceding week. 
The highest price of the week was re- 
corded on Friday, when 53°;¢ was 
reached. The lowest point of the 
week was 527%%c, and was touched on 
Monday. ‘The opening price last 
Monday was 627;c, and the close last 
evening was at 53)¢c, showing a gain 
of 4c asthe result of the week's trad- 
ing, while the extreme range of fluct- 
uations for the week was %c. There 
were no sales of Buckeyes, and the 
price remains nominally 14%e, 

The production of the McDonald 
field was 21,000 bbls. The hourly 
gauges were as follows: Lynch & 
Jo.’8 No.1 Meise, 25 bbls; Oakdale 
Oil Co.’s No. 2 Morgan, 30; Forest 
Oil Co.’s No, 2 Campbell, 20; Friday, 
Keil & Co.’s No. 3, Mrs. Robb, 30; 
Porter Oil Co.’s No. 4, Miller & Me- 
Bride, 20 bbls. ‘The stocks at the 
wells are reported at 56,000 bbls. Tie 
Forest Oil Co. drilled its No. 1 on the 
Mrs. Campbell farm to a depth of ten 
feet in the Gordon sand, and it is 
still only showing for about 125 bbls 
aday. As it is located between the 
original Meise well, which has pro- 
duced many thousands of bbls, and 
the Forest Oil Co.’s No. 2 on the Mrs. 
Campbell farm, which is yet making 
20 bbis an hour, it is generally be- 
lieved that the poor showing made by 
the Campbel! No. 1 may be due to 
drainage. The owners hope to get a 
pay streak with deeper drilling.

St. Louls Oil Market. 
‘Special to the REPoRTER.] 

Linseed Oil.—The market shows no 
pronounced features this week and 
the trade in general manifests an ap- 
parent unconcern at the prospective 
course of business. Prices remain 
steady at 41c in car load quantities, 
but the consuming demand at pres- 
ent seldom involves the sale of maxi- 
mum blocks of oil, and trading repre- 
sents only the current requirements 
of the season. By comparison with 
the corresponding week last year, it 
is the opinion of good judges that the 
period now under review shows a de- 
crease in sales. 

Flaxseed.—The general trend of the 
market this week has been downward, 
although no radical fluctuations can 
be cited. Prices gravitated lower con- 
tinually and from 98c at the close last 
week, qutations reached 96c per bushel 
subsequently. However, a slight ap- 
preciation in the article finally car- 
ried the price up to 97c, which 
is the sum named by holders to-day. 
Although the receipts amounted to 
only 5,087 bushels this week, the 
quantity exceeded the arrival last 
week by about 1,700 bushels. 
At present only one of the local mills 
is in operation, and the bulk of the 
seed changing hands now is purchased 
for account of this concern. Recent 
weekly comparisons of arrivals in 
bushels give the following showing:

For the year to date, the total receipts 
are 276,205 bushels, as against 71,120 
for the corresponding period last year. 

Oil Cake.—Inquiries fail to disclose 
any substantial change in the market 
conditions. The tone seems to be 
healthy, but in the absence of a 
genuine test in the shape of bids, the 
strength alluded to must be construed: 
as largely nominal. Quotations, ac- 
cording to quantity, are circulated at 
$21@22 per ton, but no sales of ton 
lots are reported below about $21 50. 

Cottonseed Oil.—Only a very moder- 
ate movement has taken place since 
last noted on orders for immediate 
consumption. The bulk of the tradin 
was in yellow oils and sales were of 
fected at the same values that have 
held the boards for many weeks past, 
viz: Summer yellow, 34c: white, 35c: 
winter yellow, 38c, and white, 39c, 

Lard Oil.—The favorable showing 
concerning the outlet into consum- 
ers’ hands, alluded to last week has 
kept up and dealers can claim another 
week of satisfactory work. As last 
reported, values generally stand at 
50c for extra winter strained oil and 
85c for No. 1, when sold in the usual 
wholesale way, 

Neatsfoot Oil.—In this product no 
improvement has been observed this 
week and manufacturers are inclined 
to believe that the season has seen its 
best days. They continue to quote at 
45c for extra and 37@39c for No. 1. 

Castor Oil.—The market is weaker,

Story of American Borax. 


BY JOHN K. SPEARS. 

Jan. 8 isan anniversary day in the 
history of borax, though one never 
observed as such and seldom if ever 
thought of. It was on that day in the 
year 1856 that Dr. John A. Veatch, 
while examining some water from a 
spring in Tehama county, Cal., eight 
miles east of Red Bluff, noticed that 
it contained borax; and that was the 
first discovery of borax in the United 
States. He had boiled the water until 
it was sufficiently concer trated 
allow minerals in it to crystallize out, 
and borax was found crystallized on 
the side of the vessel. Thereupon, as 
might be expected of a Californian, 
Dr. Veatch became an enthusiastic 


prospector for borax and_ borax 
springs. On making inquiry he 
soon learned of both springs and 


lakes where he thought borax might 
be found. It is not alittle interesting 
to note that the men of whom he made 
inquiry in this matter were the pioneer 
bear hunters of the State, the men 
who, like Col. Joe Lewis of Sacra- 
mento, went hunting grizzlies for the 
fun of the thing. Mr. Charies Fairfax 
was anotlter hunter of the time, and 
both of these men, while hunting in 
the Coast Range, near Clear Lake, in 
Lake county, say eighty miles north 
of San Francisco, had 3een curious 
things—a mountain of ‘a white pul- 
verulent substance,’’ a rivulet that 
was totally unfit to drink from, and 

an Irishman with a story of a borax 
lake. 


Zarly in September of the same year 
(1856) Dr, Veatch and Col. Lewis made 
a trip to the locality, lured cheifly by 
the tale of the lake of barax and the 
hill of ‘‘white pulverulent substance.” 
The Irishman lived back in the moun- 
teins, and he told the Colonel that an 
Englishman had told him that a lake 
somewhere in that country was full 
of borax, and the Englishman cer- 
tainly knew what he was talking 
about, because he had once worked in 
a borax factory in England. 

Going up the Sacramento River in 
a steamer the Doctor and the grizzly- 
killing Colonel reached the town of 
Colusa and rode thence back into the 
Coast Range. They found the moun- 
tain, the Irishman, and the borax lake, 
but missed the Englishman. The 
mountain was a big bank of sulphur. 
The borax lake was full of salt only, 
which was deposited in very beautiful 
bluish-red crystals. The Englishman 
was a fraud. The only thing real was 
the Irishman. He was just plain 
Trish. 

However, the journey was by no 
means in vain. A Mr. Hawkins who 
lived in the neighborhood told the 
Doctor about an ‘‘alkali lake’* which 
‘presented a rather peculiar appear- 
ance.”’ He offered to serve as a guide. 
“After travelling a short or and 
clambering to the narrow edge of an

almost precipitous mountain ridge,”’ 
they peered down the further side 


upon *'200 acres of fragrant mud of | 


untold depth”—fragrant as sulphur- | 
etted hydrogen is. It wasa hot ds ay, 
but undaunted bp the infernal order’”’ 
the Doctor slid down to the lake. 
**waded out knee deep into the soapy 
margin, and filled a bottle with the 
most diabolical water compound this 
side of the Dead Sea ”’ He also gath- 
ered some incrustations from about 
the side of the lake. 

The lake was found among the 
hills on a cape projecting into the 


least side of Clear Lake. A 
ridge running across this cape “is 


composed of huge masses of rock, re- 
sembling pumice stone, which floats 
like cork in the water.’’ The whole 
neighborhood bears marks of recent 
voleanic action—in fact, the action 
has not yet entirely ceased. The lake 
itself in winter covers about 200 acres, 
the water being at most but three or 
four feet deep. In summer there is 
but a fifty acre space covered, and 
that less than a foot deep. The mud 
is well described as soapy—soft soapy 
at that—with a deptn of four feet. 
Within six months after Dr. Veatch’s 
visit very large crystals of borax were 
found in nests in the soapy mud ef 
the lake. These crystals were of a|

form, some of them being of remark- 
able size—

For four years 
the company grew rich, and then 
work ceased at this borax lake he- 
cause an artesian well sunk as an ex- 
periment proved such a gusher that it 
could not be plugged, 
was flooded until 
profitably worked. Then another 
lake of the same kind, called Hachin- 
hama, in the same locality, was de- 
veloped and proved a good _invest- 
ment, although its mud contained no 
naturally formed borax crystals. ‘The 
solids held in solution there contained 
such a preponderance of sal soda that 
it had to be crystallized out with the 
barax, and afterward, being of great- 
solubility, it was washed away.

The Chemical and Piysical 
of Rosin Oil. 

Jntil recently it was generally be- 
lieved that the use of rosin oil was 
almost entirely confined to the man- 
ufacture of printing inks and cart 
grease and the adulteration of other 
und more expepsive oils. Although 
large quantities of it were manufac- 
tured, but little found its way into 
the retail market, at least under 
itsown name. ‘There is now, how- 
ever, some probability of an incre ised 
con-umption taking place owing to 
the rediscovery of its properties as an 
insulator; and it will not, therefore, 
be out of place to say something con- 
cerning its nature and properties, if 
only to dispel the vague atmosphere 
with which the subject has been sur- 
rounded and to show how completely 
any dogmatic statements that have 
been made, or may be made, must be 
modified by a consideration of the 
quality of the oil referred to, 

In the first place rosin oil is so 
called because it is the heavier part 
of the products of the destructive dis- 
tillation of rosin, which, in its turn 
is the residue left by distilling crude 
turpentine, spirits of turpentine being 
the volatile portion. ‘Lhe ordinary 
vitreous body, varyingin color from 
light yellow to almost black, known 
as rosin consists of a mixture of 
abietic acid and abietic anhydride. 
together with a small quantity of 
sylvic acid. When distilled these 
bodies are broken up, yielding a mix- 
ture of hydrocarbons, accompanied 
by a larger or smaller proportion of 
unchanged rosin acids and anhy- 
dride. The relative amount of these 
constituents is determined by the de- 
sign of the stills and the manner in 
which the distillation is conducted. 
The more carefully prepared and ce- 
fined the oil is, the lower is the pro- 
portion of 1osin acids, and in the 
laboratory rosin oil may be obtained 
with but a few per cent. of substances 
otherthan hydrocarbons. 

The specitic gravity of rosin oil of 
commercial quality may vary from 
0°98 to 1°10, while its power of rotating 
a beam of polarized light is similarly 
variable. being generally dextro- 
rotatory, but sometimes  levo-rota- 
tory, or nearly absent. These facts 
are sufficient to indicate the variable 
character of commercial rosin oil, 
and the futility of discussing its elec 
trical properties without detining the 
character of the sample used is toler- 
ably apparent. 

In the various communications 
which have lately been made concern 
iug rosin oil insulation, this necessity 
has not been sufficiently keptin sight. 
The only satisfactory method for set- 
tling once for all the kind of oil best 
fitted for this purpose would be to ex- 
amine the insulating capabilities of 
numerous samples, and = simulta- 
neously determine their composition 
vy analysis. If this were done, and

it were ultimately found that rosin 
oil could be advantageously used as 


' some of its advocates appear to think, 
' there would be afterward no difficulty 
; in obtaining supplies of precisely the 
| same quality as those which had been 


found efficient. The maker would be 
given a definite standard to work to, 
and could, by the aid of his chemist, 
match that standard as nearly as 
would be necessary. 

In dealing with the rosin oil, one 
of the most noteworthy qualities that 
are apparent on inspection is its great 
viscidity. It is to this, and to its im- 
miscibility with water, that its ap- 
plicability for the purposes of insula- 
tion is chiefiy due. It is, therefore, 
plain that in addtion to a purely 
chemical examination, the determina- 
tion of the important physical prop- 
erty of viscosity would have to be un- 
dertaken. Thanks to the advances 
that have been made in the methods 
of examiniug lubricating oils, tnere 
is no difficulty in effecting this. Be- 
sides determining the viscosity at 
ordinary temperatures, it would be 
very desirable to do so at higher tem- 
peratures, as it by no meaus follows 
that oils of the same viscosity at any 
given temperature have the same co- 
efficient of decrease as the tempera- 
ture is is raised. There is a further 
point which seems to have been also 
overlooked. Rosin oil when exposed 
to air undergoes change. How note- 
worthy that change may be has been 
opportunely illustrated by some 
figures given ina paper by Mr. F. H. 
Leeds, which was recently read before 
the Society of Chemical Industry. 
The results of three of the samples 
examined are given below:

The results show that aconsiderable 
amount of alteration has taken place. 
There is an appurent decrease under 
the column headed rosin acids (which 
strictly means total saponifiable ma - 
ter, including probably anhydrides 
and esters) and an increase under the 
head of hydrocarbons. It is unlikely, 
on pure chemical grounds, that a con- 
version of the former inte the latter 
takes place. Probably the explana 
tion of the change is to be sought in 
the volatilization of the lighter acid 
constituents, and the conseguent en- 
richment of the mass in heavy non 
volatile hydrocarbons. In the paper 
in which these results appear, other 
differences are recorded and dis- 
cussed, but, being at present still un- 
settled, do not immediately concern 
us. One deduction is, however, plain, 
namely, that an oil may undergo pro- 
found alteration by exposure, and 
may well alter in character to such an 
extent as to become more or less use- 
fulin tangible degree. It can, there- 
fore, never be safe to assume that, 
because a specimen cf oil has at one 
time given @ertain results, it will 
necessarily ,O3sess identical proper- 
ties after the lapse of time, particu- 
larly if the conditions under which it 
has been kept have involved its ex- 
posure to the atmosphere. This again 
vpens up a field for investigation, in 
that not only do all kinds of rosin oil 
change, but that the tendency of oils 
of different qualities to alter by ex- 
posure varies greatly. Itis probable 
that samples consisting almost wholly 
of hydrocarbons would prove the most 
resistent, and, if found to be also 
high in insulating power, would be 
preferable on that account. Direct 
xperiment is, however, much needed.

The Low Opium Prices. 


Opium, which is, next to cinchona, 
the principal drug of commerce, has, 
like it, suffered a depreciation which 
would have been thought impossible 
not many years ago. The cause of 
the fall in value is the same in either 
case—viz., extension of cultivation, 
resulting from high prices in former 
years ; but the effect has made itself 
felt much less rapidly in the opium 
than in the cinchona market, and, 
opium being an annual crop, the 
market may possibly recover its 
balance more quickly. The opium 
trade also, is in far fewer hands than 
the, cinchona business, although, 
nevertheless, the news of the pro- 
= of the crop in Turkey, and toa 

ecreasing degree in Persia, also, is 
scanned every season with anxious 
care by merchants, manufacturers’ 
and speculators in Smyrna and Con- 
stantinople, as well asin Great Brit- 
ain, the United States, France and 
Germany. 

The first arrival of the new season’s 
drug generally reach the Smyrna and 
Constantinople markets early in June,

On July 2, in 1889 1890and 1891. 
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after which the bulk of the crop takes 
some months to filter slowly from the 
hands of the cultivator,through those 
of the numerous middlemen, into the 
possession of the manufacturers. At 
this moment the harvest in most of 
the low-lying districts is already safe, 
though in the northern highlands 
the juice will not have ceased to flow 
from the poppies until the end of the 
present month. 


‘‘All’s well’? has been the watch- 
word from the growing districts ever 
since the winter seed was entrusted 
to the earth last winter; and there is 
every reason to expect a good, if not 
an abundant crop throughout Asia 
Minor, as well as in European Tur- 
key. Early in the year, indeed, we 
were told that not enough rain had 
fallen to assist in the germination of 
the seed, but the deficiency appears 
to have been amply repaired before 
the close of the rainy season at the 
end of April. 


The total crop in Turkey this year 
is estimated to yield from 6,500 to 
8,000 cases—that is to say, from an 
“average”? to a ‘‘very good” result. 
But in consequence of the unpre- 
cedentedly low price of all descrip- 
tions of opium during the last two or 
three seasons, the area placed under 
poppy cultivation this year has been 
from 20 per cent. to thirty per cent. 
smaller than in 1891, when the total 
crop was about as large as it is ex- 
pected to ve this season. And if 

’ there should be no serious advance in 
rice this season, and grain crops 
eep at a_ pretty remunerative 

figure, remarks the Chemist and 
Druggist, it is exceedingly probable 
that the cultivation of the poppy will 
be much restricted in future. The 
Persians appear to be able to grow 
the drug much more cheaply than 
the Turks, for within the last fifteen 
or twenty years the opium industry 
has made a great advance in Persia, 
and according to the reports, con- 
sular and other, which reach us from 
that country, everything points to a 
still more rapid extension in the 
future of the poppy cultivation in 
the Shah’s dominions. 

= At present good druggists’s opium 
may be bought in London at 7s. per 
lb.—a price which can hardly pay the 
cultivator for his trouble, if one will 
consider the number of intermediate 
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persons whose profits must be de- 
ducted off that amount. Until the 
year 1876. the average value of the 
same kind of opium was from 20s. to 
22s. per lb., and when, in 1865, it fell 
for a moment as low as 12s. 6d. per 
lb., that was considered an utterly 
impossible price, and, in fact, only 
lasted for a very short period. Since 
1876 the 20s. limit has rarely been 
reached, and has only been exceeded, 
we believe, upon one occasion—viz., 
in 1880, when special circumstances, 
such asthe existence of a strong syn- 
dicate of buyers in America, tem- 
porarily conincided with a bad har- 
vest. From that year, however, the 
depreciation of opium has been al- 
most unchecked. Whether it will 
proceed any further is a question 
which is agitating many minds in the 
drug trade. The opium trade, how- 
ever, has become so complicated of 
late years, owing to the increased 
number of dealers and speculators in 
the article, the rise of Constantinople 
as a rival market to Smyrna, and the 
growth of Persia as a producing coun- 
try, that it has become more difficult 
than ever to give a satisfactory an- 
swer to this question. The highest 
price, by the way, ever known for the 
drug was in February, 1869, when 49s. 
per lb. was paid for good druggists’ 
opium.

Sulphur in Southern Pyrites. 


BY HERMAN POOLE. 

Years ago in the early history of the 
chemical industry, if it might be 
called an industry then, it was dis- 
covered by the alchemists that there 
was a stone of a color like gold, hard 
and brittle, which on striking with a 
hard metal gave out sparks. This 
stone was therefore called “‘ pyrites,”’ 
from the Greek word meaning fire. 
For years they tried to get gold out of 
it, from it or by it, but they failed. 
The times were not far enough ad- 
vanced; the amount of practical 
knowledge was not sufficient; they 
did not try the proper way. For many 
and many years it was considered 
allied to gold from its color and physi- 
cal characteristics, for these went very 
far then. The name “fool’s gold” 
still sticks to it, and probably will for 
many years to come, 

Later in the history of chemistry we 
find that a use was discovered for it. 
It was found that on exposure to air 
and moisture it would heat; further- 
more, it mould change its nature. 
From being entirely insoluble in 
water after this change had occurred, 
some of it could be leached out. This 
leached liquor had the strong ferrugi- 
nous tarte we are all familiar with in 
iron solutions, and which once learned 
is never forgotten. On evaporating 
this liquor greenish crystals were pro- 
duced, and on recrystallizing green 
vitriol or sulphate of iron was found. 
Undoubtedly the first discoveries in 
this direction were made by seein 
the greenish-white impure salt whic 
would form on the ground at the bot- 
tom of the piles where the ore had 
accumulated, but whether this way or 
not, the salt had been found and it 
was known it could be made from 
pyrites. 

Having the salt from this source, it 
was ready for a further treatment, 
and this it obtained when it was dis- 
tilled or retorted and a portion of the 
combined sulphur driven off as sul- 
phuric acid—**Nordhausen” acid it is 
called from the place where it was 
first made commercially. 

We see now a step has been made 
in advance. Pyrites had risen from 
being utterly useless and a nuisance 
to working some of the mines toa 
source for which at least one valuable 
substance could be had, and it must 
be remembered that sulphuric acid 
was valuable in those days; many 
salts now considered ear were 
cheaper than it, and it is only due to 
years of work and thought that we 
are able to buy it to-day at such low 
prices. 

For years pyrites and pyritiferous 
rock were depended on for the sulphur 
acid in commerce and for the com- 
mon nanan green vitriol and 
alum, and to this day they are still 
used for the purpose, but ceased long 
ago to be the main dependence. 

So far the account relates to matters 
of history which were worked out be- 
fore the world knew there was any 
sulphur ore in the New World, or 
hardly knew there was a New World 
at all. But after this information was 
obtained nothing new occurred for 
many years. 

In time the world found out that 
sulphuric acid could be made from 
brimstone, and that Sicily and other 
volcanic districts had large quantities 
of it. It may be that this is right in 
our line of inquiry, as it is known that 
sulphur can be obtained from pyrites, 
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and such may have been the intra- 
mundane reactions as to produce part 
of it from such source. But now that 
sulphur was found, a far better source 
for acid-making could be had in 
plenty and the acid made with less 
trouble, poor pyrites had to retire into 
oblivion and stay for many years 
more, 

After a while the chemical knowl- 
edge increased, methods of handlin 
materials improved, the intellectua 
standing of the workmen improved 
and the art of acid making grew more 
and more complex. Chambers were 
made larger and several were con- 
nected together. It was found possi- 
ble to so arrange the apparatus thata 
stream of gas could go in at one end 
and a steady flow of acid come from 
the chambers. All this was a great 
advance for the chemical industry, 
but we think little of it now, accus- 
tomed as we are to the large plants of 
to-day with their burners, towers, 
chambers, concentrators, ete. 

The world was now ready for an- 
other move in the right direction, and 
it came unexpectedly. The Italian 
government thought they had the 
sulphur supply so well in hand that 
they could dictate prices and the 
world would bow its head in submis- 
sion. The government tried it, up 
went prices, but the world at large did 
not bow. The time had come when 
too much depended on the supply of 
sulphur, and that supply must be 
cheap. 

Now was the time for pyrites witn 
its large amount of the needed ele- 
ment to come out again—and it did. 
The manufacturing chemists tried to 
find ways to utilize it, and they found 
them. They are doing it to-day and 
with greatly increased force. ‘The 
means were found to curb the ideas 
of the brimstone owners, and down 
came the prices. But unfortunately 
the chemical men had learned to use 
pyrites and to think it as good or bet- 
ter than brimstone. The sulphur in 
pyrities is now quite an important 
factor in the chemical world. 

This pyrites of which we speak was 
from Europe. American ore had not 
yet made ashow. In time, however, 
when we became educated up to the 
proper standard, when our commer- 
cial demands required a large and 
cheap source, some of the numerous 
deposits in the United States were 
opened and are still worked. Of 
course we had difficulties at first— 
wrong kilns, wrong men, wrong 
charges, etc., etc.—but these gradu- 
ally disappeared, and then came the 
difficulties of arsenic, excess of iron, 
nitric compounds, etec., which I am 
happy to say are also disappearing 
very nicely and thoroughly. 

Many years ago gold was discover- 
ed in the Allegheny range in the 
Southern states. It was not confined 
to any one in particular, but seems 
to have been scattered all along the 
chain from as far north even as far as 
the Green Mountains. True, in man 
eae only small quantities were had,

hey could pan out from decomposed 
rock, i. e., from rock where the py- 
rites had decompsed and most of the 
sulphur been washed away, but when 
they came to the pyrites itself, having 
the gold interspered through it, they 
struck a difficult problem. Pans were 
of very little avail there,amalgamation 
would yield but a small percentage 
of the essay value, and they grew dis- 
gusted and went to fields where there 
was better prospects—the West. 

But the pyrites staid, and it kept 
its sulphur, its gold, its copper, and 
its iron waiting for some one to come 
with advanced methods and appar- 
atus and gain them. It has not 
waited in vain. Now companies are 
attacking the ore, and getting its sul- 
phur in the shape of acid. They are 
its gold and its copper, and were it 
not for the very cheap ore found in 
conjunction with and derived from 
the pyrites, they would getting its 
iron. The time is not far off when it 
will be done, in spite of the large 
amount of ready formed oxide to 
hand. 

We have found out how to treat 
our pyrites and get the sulphur away, 
we have found out how to treat py- 
rites and get the gold away, we have 
found out how to treat pyrites and 
get the copper away, we can treat the 
poe and get the iron away, butin 

ow many places are we getting them 
all? How many works are there 
which seek the acid only, or 
seek the gold and perhaps the 
copper only? Why is it that 
they are satisfied with half aloaf? It 
may be answered that many of our 
acid works burn ore from abroad. So 
much the worse for them. Even if 
they can get a 52 per cent. ore from 


abroad which is free (?) from arsenic, 
did it ever occur to the managers that 
a cinder carrying $25 to $75 worth of 
gold, and costing comparativel 
nothing, is worth a little trouble? It 
seems they do not think so. Why, 
even in close proximity to old mines 
—mines which are historical—we find 
the foreign ore coming in and being 
used; and they call this developing 
the resources of the South. For 
shame, gentlemen! Look around and 
see what you have useful at home be- 
fore you go off abroad for an article 
which, while having some _ better 
points, is inferior in the sum total. 

But this is not the worst that is 
done. Using foreign pyrites may be 
pardoned on score of economy (im- 
agined) on the part of some, but there 
are yet many of our works that still 
actually use imported brimstone, 
brimstone worth $24 per ton, while 
they can get pyrites that will give 
the sulphur at $13 per ton, and if they 
see fit to buy some of the old mines 
and work them, the sulphur would 
cost them less than nothing, for they 
would get from their cinder more 
than they pay for the brimstone now. 
The time is not far off, I hope, when 
these matters will be looked at in the 
proper light. Perhaps they are wait- 
ing for the opening of the great de- 
posit of brimstone in Louisiana; but 
do not fear, gentlemen, that will not 
be run on charitable principles, and 
$10 brimstone will not come this year. 

As for the iron in the pyrites and 
remaining in the cinder not much 
need be said. When the demand 
arises for a low-grade pig iron it will 
be available, and I do not think that 
the time is very far off when a two to 
three per cent. sulphur iron will be 
purified economically. 

The utilization of the sulphur for 
making acid has been mentioned, and 
a hint thrown out that possibly our 
acid makers could do as well at home 
as abroad, The trouble seems to be 
mainly that the acid making part of 
the community know or care nothing 
about the gold and copper side of the 
question, and there is no doubt but 
that the copper and gold side care no- 
thing about theacid making. It may 
be said that if allthe mines make acid 
the acid would become too cheap. This 
will not occur until the enormous sale 
of Northern acid and acid-made pro- 
ducts in the South is stopped. 

If our mining men will consider 
that in every ton of pyrites they roast 
fhey drive off frum $10 to $12 worth 
of sulphur,they will see what roasting 
to waste the fume means. This is 
lost to the people,, and at the same 
time all the neighborhood has a 
chance to get a farewell acquaintance 
before it goes for good. And all this 
time in another part of the state, per- 
haps the county, is a works which is 
buying just what this mill is throwing 
away, only it has the grand privilege 
of buying something with a foreign 
flavor and origin, and consequently 
better than if it was produced at 
home. 

If our mines will notmake acid and 
our acid men will use brimstone, why 
cannot the mine save its sulphur and 
sell it to its neighbor? Both would 
be better sutisfied. The mine would 
sell what it now wastes and not make 
a nuisance with it. The works could 
buy as needed, and not be obliged to 
take 500 tons or so at atime for fear 
of running short. 

The question will undoubtedly be 
asked, can the mine do this and do it 
so asto make it pay? Yes, it can. 
Several processes have been invented 
for accomplishing the end, but onl 
one invented so far seems to have all 
the elements of commercial success, 

It is possible to place  pyrites 
in a retort and heat it up to a 
red heat This has been done 
and the vapors condensed awa 
from the wir. These vapors are sul- 
phur. But the amount produced is 
only one-half of the sulphur present, 
und the result barely meets the ex- 
pense, if it does as much as that. 

The pyrites may be treated with a 
current of gas, which will extract the 
sulphur, and the gas subsequently 
acted on in such way as to cause it to 
drop the sulphur. One way is to treat 
with water vapor—steam. This will 
decompose the pyrite partially, oxide 
of iron and sulphuretted hydrogen 
being formed. This sulphuretted 
hydrogen can be treated with a sup- 
ply of air enough to burn the hydro- 
gan, but not the sulphur, and the 
latter is deposited. A modification of 
this reaction is now used for obtain- 

ing sulphur from the wastes which 
have accumulated in England, but 
the reaction with the pyrites is not 
sure. It varies with the ore, the heat 
and other canditionsand it has never 
been a success.

The week has been a very quiet one 
in the market for dyes and dyestuffs. 
In nearly all lines trading is confined 
to sales of jobbing or even retail 
quantities, no one seeming to care to 
exceed actual requirements when in 
the market to make purchases. In 
the absence of important business or 
features of a speculative character, 
prices are more or less nominal, but 
on the other hand, no important 
changes have occurred within the 
week. The outlook is not favorable 
for an early renewal of activity and 
until the fail trade sets in we may ex- 
pect a very quiet market. 

Albumen. — There has been no 
change in this market since the date 
of last writing. For blood there is a 
moderate demand, which is supplied 
at 15@19c for domestic or imported 
and 124%@15e for No. 1% domestic. 
Egg is steadily held at 30@35c for 
prime as to quantity and seller and 
meets with a fair jobbing demand. 


Alizarine.—There has been no im- 
provementin the demand, business 
being wholly confined to transactions 
in small jobbing lots. Prices, how- 
ever, are without change and the 
market may be called steady. We 
continue to quote 16@19¢e according 
to quantity and quality. 

Aniline Colors.—The market pre- 
sents avery quietappearance. Shades 
that are only obtainable with natural 
dyes are once more in vogue, and as 
a result the anilines are more or less 
neglected. Competition, always on 
the increase, keeps prices low, and 
while we have no quotable changes to 
make in our quotations, there is no 
doubt that the larger buyers are able 
to make purchases at much better 
prices than those generally quoted. 
For aniline salt there has been a mod- 
erately active demand, and we hear 
of sales of 20 tons at13@13\%c. Itis 
intimated that larger buyers can do 
better, but the latter do not show 
much interest. The demand for ani- 
line oil is rather slow, and prices are 
more or less nominal at 15@17e, not- 
withstanding the fact that according 
to advices from the other side, the 
position of the raw material is a very 
firm one. 

Bichromate of Potash.—An ordinary 
jobbing demand is reported, but the 
larger buyers are not in the market, 
as their wonts are being supplied 
through contracts placed some 
months ago. While the spot quota- 
tion is firmly adhered to by the repre- 
sentatives of both the foreign and 
domestic manufacturers, it is inti- 
mated that buyers of large lots would 
be able to do better than the quoted 
prices. We continue to quote 10%@ 
lic for either Scotch or American, ac 
cording to size of order. 

Cutch.—The spot market is quite 
tirm, as there is only a small stock 
here. Futures, however, are quiet 
weak as there is a considerable quan- 
tity on the way and more to beshipped. 
In the meantime the demand is rather 
light, as buyers, anticipating lower 
prices later on, cannot be induced to 
take more than they require for pres- 
ent use. The balance of the cutch 
unsold from the last two vessels that 
have arrived has been put into store 
and with other stock there is held at 
6%@i7e. It has not added much to 
the supply available for immediate de- 
livery, which, at best, is limited. 
Cuteh to arrive is not in much de- 
mand. Stock from the next vessel, 
El Capitan, due in a short time is 
offered at 6c without takers. Since 
we last wrote there have been sales of 
600 bales to arrive, due in September- 
October, at 5@5%c.

Dyewoods.—The limited supply of 
stick wood coupled with the compar- 
atively high prices demanded, re- 
stricts business, though it 1s under- 
st od that manufacturers are in need 
of stock and are looking about for de- 
sirable goods that can be bought 
cheap. The demand for the extracts 
is quite active, as recent changes in 
fashions have again brought into 
prominence colors in the production 
of which these goods are indispens- 
able Accordingly, a firmer feeling 
prevails, but at the same time sharp 





competition prevents any material 
improvement in prices. A fair grade 
of logwood extract,of 51°,sells at 54@ 
64c, as to quantity, and a better 
article, made from Campeache wood, 
commands 8@8\ec for 51°, as to qual- 
ity and quantity. The mills are all 
running full, and are not accumu- 
lating any stock. Extract of cutch is 
meeting with an active demand, and 
we get sales of 200 barrels at54%@5\e, 
which are the usual quotations. 

Gambier.—Since we last wrote the 
market has been very quiet. From 
store there have been sales of about 
200 bales at 4%,@4%c, as to quantity, 
which denotes a rather firmer feeling 
for spot goods. From stock on the 
way there have been sales of 400 bales 
at 44,@4 20c, and here is where the 
weak feature of the market is appa- 
rent, for while there is a good deal of 
anxiety shown to dispose of goods for 
forward delivery the buyers cannot be 
induced to take hold until terms are 
offered which they consider to be 
particularly advantageous. Conse- 
quently shipments are almost entirely 
neglected. There is not a very large 
supply on the way, but shipments are 
expected to be heavy and until buyers 
are able to more accurately guage the 
market for futures there is not likely 
to be much improvement in the de- 
mand. It is reported that a vessel 
that is expected to arrive shortly will 
bring a heavy stock, little or none of 
which has yet been sold. It is believed 
that the gambier immediately after 
its arrival will be forced upon the 
market, and in view of this those 
buyers who are posted are disposed 
to delay the supplying of their 
wants in the anticipation of securing 
supplies at exceptionally low prices. 
At the close shipments were quoted 
a shade firmer, 410c being nomin- 
ally the inside price. In spite of the 
irregular phases of the market of late 
some of the operators are looking for 
the devolopment of a steady feeling 
in the near future, as after the stock 
above referred to there will be noth- 
ing deliverable for the following three 
or four weeks, unless some steamer 
lots, for which no provision has been 
made should come in during the in- 
terim, while the spot stock is com- 
paratively limited, and the consump: 
tion is little, if any, below the aver- 
age. 

Indigo.—For the medium grades of 
Bengals there is quite an active de- 
mand and prices are firmly main- 
tained. We hear of asale of 100 cases 
at 98c, 200 cases to go to Philadelphia 
atashade under 95e and about 100 
cases in lots within the range of 95@ 
$105 as to quality. Other kinds are 
quiet. Messrs. Parsons & Keith re 
port that the declarations for the sale 
to be held in London July 11th, com- 
prise 2,800 chests, consisting of 1,775 
chests Bengal, Oude, &c., 765 chests 
Kurpah, 130 chests Madras, 80 chests 
Bimlipatam and 50 chests Bombay 
figs. 

Jutgalls. —Tne market remains 
quiet and no business of consequence 
has been done since our last. For 
Alleppo 15°,@16%c is quoted for or- 
dinary grades, and 164%@17c for the 
better kinds. China are very dull 
and are nominally quoted at 12%@ 
14¢ as to quality. 

Picric Acid.—The market is very 
dull. Stocks have been accumulating 
on the other side as the expected in- 
crease of consumption as a result of 
the introduction of smokeless powder 
has not materialized. In fact it is 
intimated that smokeless powder is a 
failure and that the outlet manufac- 
turers of picric acid had expected in 
the demands that would come from 
the producers of that article has been 
shutoff. As the demand from con- 
sumers is extremely light (‘you can 
hardly give it away”’ said one dealer), 
the market is weak and depressed. 
The nominal quotations are 24@25c 
which hardly covers the cost of pro- 
duction.

3. In asponge-dredge, the combina- 
tion, with an axle, supporting-wheels 
rigidly mounted thereon, and draft 
devices, of a seriesfof revoluble hubs 
mounted on the axle, a series of 
spokes having sponge-engaging ends 
radiating from the hubs and terminat- 
ing above or ina plane with the treads 
of the wheels of the frame, substan- 
tially as specified. 

4. In a sponge-dredge, the combi- 
nation, with the axle, the fixed wheels 
on the ends of the same. and the draft 
devices, of the series of hubs mounted 
loosely on the axie and having their 
faces provided with inclined teeth, 
collars mounted on the axle and alter- 
nating with the hubs, spring pressed 
detents extending from the collars 
and adapted to engage the teeth of 
the hubs, whereby said hubs are per- 
mitted to rotate in but one direction, 
and sponge-engaging spokes radiat- 
ing from the hubs and terminating 
above or in line with the lower por- 
tions of the supporting-wheels, sub- 
stantially as specified. 

5. In a sponge dredge, the combina- 
tion, with the frame-work, of a wheel 
rotably mounted therein, said wheel 
comprising a hub, aseries of hollow 
tubular spoke sections spirally slotted 
and radiating from the hub, a series 
of solid spoke-sections mounted in 
the tubular section and terminating 
at their outer ends in sponge engag- 
ing devices, and at their inner ends 
in lugs riding in the spiral slots, and 
springs for normally retracting the 
solid spoke-sections within the tubu- 
lar sections, substantially as specified. 

6. In a sponge dredge, the combi- 
nation, with the frame-work, of the 
dredging-wheel mounted therein for 
rotation, the same consisting of a 
hub, a series of tubular spoke-sections 
spirally slotted and terminating at 
their outer ends in perforated caps, 
solid spoke-sections mounted in the 
tubular spoke-sections and having 
lugs engaging the slots thereof and 
at their outer ends terminating in 
mortises, coiled springs mounted on 
the solid spoke-sections and _ inter- 
posed between the lugs and caps, and 
the series of dredging-hooks, the 
shanks of which fit within the mor- 
tises, substantially as specified. 

7. Ina dredge for sponges, a dredge- 
wheel having telescopic spokes termi 
nating in sponge-engaging ends, in 
combination with means for normally 
maintaining the spokes telescoped and 
for laterally twisting the outer sections 
of the spokes when distended, sub- 
stantially as specified. . 

8. In a sponge-dredge, a dredging- 
wheel having spokes combiniug with 
the twin hooks, terminating at their 
rear ends in the shank and at their 
outer extremities recessed, and the 
pivoted bars, located in the recesses, 
| Substantially as specified.
